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Burying Tom Fuentes’ Secrets 

The longtime chairman of the OC Republican Party passes away and takes some great dirt with him 



I n the Weekly’s infancy in the 1990s, 
Thomas J. Fuentes, chairman of the 
Republican Party of Orange County, 
tried to lead an advertising boycott of 
this newspaper. We weren’t surprised 
Fuentes wanted to silence our voices. We 
had just begun to pull back the curtain 
hiding rampant hypocrisy that secretly 
existed in the county’s dominant politi¬ 
cal party. 

I’d already dismantled the lying exis¬ 
tence of two prominent OC Republicans: 

Representative Bob 
Dornan and Eddie 
Allen, husband to 
Fuentes’ vice chair¬ 
woman, Jo Ellen 
Allen. My investiga¬ 
tions proved that 
Dornan fabricated 
several aspects of 
his life, including 
that he was a blood¬ 
ied combat veteran. 
In truth, he evaded 
combat duty when 
other men his age were dying in Korea 
so he could enroll in acting classes. Allen 
was a con artist who used his political 
connections and lies—he f\.ew Air Force 
One for President John F. Kennedy and 
had been a CIA spy—to steal the retire¬ 
ments of unsuspecting, fellow conserva¬ 
tive Republicans. 

The exposes infuriated Fuentes, who 
died earlier this month, and he wasn’t 
happy when I called him one day to ask 
him about his various relationships. You 
can’t blame an investigative reporter for 
being suspicious that the chairman of the 
party that controlled the county’s Board 
of Supervisors somehow routinely ended 
up the recipient of sweetheart, local 
government contracts. But he did. 

After the advertising boycott failed, 
Fuentes sent emissaries to take me to 
lunches or coffee trips in hopes that I 
would look elsewhere. That failed, too. 

A stubborn man with rigid convictions, 
he didn’t quit. He eventually took Will 
Swaim, then my editor at the Weekly, 
out to lunch. I recall Swaim returning to 
the office after that meeting and saying 
something like, “What a strange man.” 
“What did you talk about?” I asked. 
Swaim told me that Fuentes had been 
polite—even playful about their ideological 
differences, but had rambled on and on 
about President Ronald Reagan’s foresight 
in arming the rebel Contras in Nicaragua 
nearly 20 years earlier. 

(For a sense of those differences 
between Swaim and Fuentes, consider 
that my former boss half-jokingly began 
all his news meetings with an energetic 
“Comrades!” I got the sense Fuentes would 
have considered the greeting worthy of 
incarceration, if not deportation.)

There are many aspects of Fuentes’ 
life that weren’t noble. He defended the 
Catholic Church here when it knowingly 
harbored/hid pedophile priests (read 
Gustavo Arellano’s story in this issue for 
more context). Presiding over a good-ol’- 
boys’ club, he treated numerous female 
Republican candidates with abject 
contempt. He used his Hispanic heritage 
as a spear against Santa Ana Latino 
citizens victimized by GOP operatives who 
aimed to illegally suppress their vote. He 


used his position on a local community- 
college board to settle old political scores. 
He barked angrily about the threat of 
homosexuality to the nation and blocked 
any openly gay infiuence in party affairs— 
even while he frequently took young, gay 
men out to dinner, to shop or to the sauna. 

But nobody can take this fact away 
from Fuentes: He was a superb MC. 

He knew instinctively how to regale. If 
going to an Orange County Democratic 
Party event was akin to watching 
elderly barn animals fart on one another 
(and, sadly, it was), Fuentes made his 
meetings mini-Las Vegas spectacles. He 
orchestrated colorful productions in 
which live entertainment acts separated 


speeches. Who else would pay teenage 
Vietnamese boys from Little Saigon to 
don elaborate costumes and perform a 
dragon dance onstage several times in 
one night? 

Dressed nattily in fine suits, Fuentes 
always looked in control at party 
gatherings. But I’ll never forget Election 
Night 1998, when he couldn’t get 
Dornan off the stage and away from 
the mic at 11 p.m. so that Los Angeles 
television stations could carry a live 
concession speech from then-U.S. Senate 
candidate Matt Eong. A rambling Dornan 
wouldn’t stop blasting Chris Cox and 
Dana Rohrabacher for betraying him 
and Loretta Sanchez for stealing his 
congressional seat. 

An alarmed Euentes tugged on 
Dornan’s suit without success, retreated, 
paced in the background, tugged some 
more on the outgoing congressman 
without success, and looked about to go 
crazy when a bloody fistfight broke out 
on stage between Dornan’s screaming 
family and Eong supporters. I was 
in heaven. Fuentes looked like he’d 
seen Satan. For a man who sneeringly 
ridiculed Democrats for being poor, his 
show had become intolerably lowbrow. 
When I saw him several weeks later, he 
said something under his breath and 
shuffled away quickly. 

But as time passed, Fuentes softened 
in dealings with me. He once shipped 
me a stack of new books by conservative 
authors. If he was thinking, “Moxley, get 
some education,” he didn’t say so in a 
pleasant note that accompanied the books. 

My last conversation with Fuentes 
took place a couple of years ago at a 
political gathering. He was recovering 
from a serious operation, but he looked 
like he was regaining his strength. He 
approached, shook my hand and startled 
me. I had steeled myself for another rant. 
< “I think you’ll be surprised at what I’m 
g going to tell you,” he said. “I’ve come to 
§ respect the Weekly.” 

I stood there semi-paralyzed, waiting 
for the punch line or a cocktail to the face. 

“No, I’m not kidding. You guys go after 
everybody—Republicans, Democrats, 
everybody,” he continued. “That’s what a 
newspaper should do.” 

In the wake of those unexpected 
statements, I might not have been 
fully convinced of his sincerity, but I 
enjoyed one of the oddest, interesting 
conversations I’ve ever had with an 
OC power player. He even shared some 
secrets. (Poor Dana Rohrabacher.) 

At the end of the talk, he reminded me 
that our discussion had been entirely off- 
the-record. 

In Fuentes’ world, it’s best to take some 
secrets to the grave.

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A Religious Quickie 

Afternoon delights at Holy Family Cathedral in Orange 


N OW that’s how a church service 

ought to be done. Shuffle the peo¬ 
ple in, grace ’em over with some 
rote righteousness, then shuffle ’em out! 

If you’ve got 15 minutes. Holy Family 
Cathedral in Orange has a heapin’ helpin’ 
of forgiveness. The OCeeker took a smoke 
break on Friday afternoon and headed to 
the church, located next to Yen Ching 
Restaurant and across the street from 
Hart Park, where Chapman University 
plays its home baseball games and where 
Maria Magdalenes give blowjobs. 

According to church lore, on July 28, 

1769, a Spanish expeditionary force, under 
the leadership of Don Caspar Portola, 
cut diagonally across our fair county, likely 
crossing the Santa Ana River north of what 
is now Chapman Avenue.

Its present building 
at La Veta Avenue and South Glassell 
Street was completed in April 1958. 

Let us, ye heathen, get 
down to what was the equivalent of a reli¬ 
gious quickie at Holy Family Cathedral. 
They have banners that read, “Proud to 
be Catholic in Orange County” and a fine 
sanctuary with an A-frame, wooden ceiling 
and stained glass throughout. About 100 
believers peppered the wooden pews in the 
long, spacious hall. 

It was mid-Mass when the OCeeker 
arrived, vainly scanning the pew for babes, 
and took his seat near the front-left of the 
sanctuary, looking up at Jesus, who hung 
on a cross stuck to a wall of red bricks. 

“Many times in life we think that we 
may find joy in something else,” said The 
Reverend Timothy Nguyen, sporting a 
vicar-esque white robe.

We stood (a wheelchair-bound man 
stood in his heart) as a white man read 
prayers for pregnant women and new 
mothers, the sick, and that Notre Dame 
would soon again be able to recruit inner- 
city football players. Kidding. One of the 
neat things about Mass, besides not need¬ 
ing a Bible, is that the professional Chris¬ 
tians up front do all the work for you. We

It all gets a 
little blurry, 
but the 

OCeeker recalls taking a knee a la Joe 
Montana in the huddle, as Nguyen con¬ 
tinued fixing holy things up front, and we 
prayed that our sacrifice would be accept¬ 
able to God. Nguyen presented us with 
the consecrated elements and declared 
“the mystery of faith.” After more bless¬ 
ings and prayers, Nguyen lifted up the 
paten (a plate used to hold the Eucharist 
bread), and the OCeeker joined the saints 
for the Lord's Prayer, leaving out the part 
about not getting led into temptation. 

Before we hit the altar for our sancti¬ 
fied snack, we greeted one another with 
the sign of peace, more or less a “howdy, 
neighbor” that is kinda important, as 
Jesus told his disciples that before they 
present their gifts at the altar, they should 
first reconcile with their brethren. All 
the OCeeker got was one old lady who 
mumbled a rather limp “peace” at him; he 
threw an F-Troop gang sign her way. 

After some assistants up front got their 
communion on, the pews proceeded to 
empty toward the altar. Now, when it comes 
to lady parts and whatnot, the OCeeker is 
a foot man.

Tom Fuentes Is 
Burning in Hell 

And other recent revelations from the world of 
pedophile-priest protectors in the Diocese of Orange

T he Catholic Diocese of Orange 
under Bishop Tod D. Brown and 
its pedophile-priest problems is 
much like the only great line from The 
Godfather III: Just when they think 
they’re out, it pulls them back in. While 
Brown and his circle continue to gloat 
over their last-minute purchase of the 
Crystal Cathedral earlier this year, 
recent revelations further show how 
His Eminence long-provided a home for 
pedophile protectors. Cue the tape! 

THE FIXER WHO FIXED NOTHING 

Across the pond, the big pedo-priest 
story this spring has been the ever- 
evolving saga of Brendan Smith, a 
former Norbertine father who abused 
hundreds of children in Ireland and the 
United States for decades and whose 
ultimate arrest led to the downfall of the 
Irish government in 1994. Smith died 
in prison in 1997, but his sordid story 
continue to spew horrible new details, 
with the most recent one implicating 


actions were condoned and covered up 
on a massive scale and irresponsibility.” 

THE ULTIMATE PROTECTOR 

On May 23, the personnel files of two 
former Franciscans who served at Sts. 
Simon and Jude, Gus Krumm and Gary 
Pacheco, were finally released to the 
public after years of court wrangling 
by the two to keep them private. The 
files on Krumm—who served at the 
Huntington Beach parish from 1988 to 
1998—confirmed what the Weekly first 
broke in 2004: Then-Bishop Norman 
McFarland kept Krumm in the Orange 
diocese despite Krumm being one of 
11 friars implicated by an independent 
review board in 1993 of sexually abus¬ 
ing 34 boys at St. Anthony’s Seminary 
in Santa Barbara during the 1970s and 
1980s; despite Krumm’s former supe¬ 
rior at St. Anthony’s Seminary warn¬ 
ing McFarland about Krumm’s child¬ 
molesting past in 1996; and despite one 
of Krumm’s victims, Ignacio Aceves,

one of the most respected personalities 
in Catholic Orange County’s history: 
Abbot Ladislaus Parker, founder of St. 
Michael’s Abbey in Silverado. Parker 
passed away two years ago, his story 
as the leader of a group of Hungarian 
Norbertines who fled the Communist 
government in the late 1950s and set up 
shop in Mater Dei already etched into 
the annals of OC. 

What none of the obituaries at the 
time mentioned, however, was that 
Parker knew of Smith’s crimes and did 
nothing to stop them. 

In 1984, Norbertine Father Bruno 
Mulvihill visited Orange County to meet 
with Parker and other order leaders. 
Mulvihill had already spent two decades 
alerting the Catholic Church about 
Smith’s rapist ways, to no relief. He 
approached Parker because the abbot 
was a “well-known trouble-shooter”— 
Vatican code for a fixer of criminal prob¬ 
lems. Parker went on to visit Kilnacrott 
Abbey in Ireland, where Smith was 
located at the time, and described the 
situation as so problematic that there 
was no need to fix anything. 

In frustration, Mulvihill went to Irish 
authorities in 1995. “These innocent 
[victims of Smith] have been [turned] 
into social misfits by the evil deeds 
of one,” Mulvihill told them, “whose 


writing an Oct. 21,1996, letter to 
McFarland alerting the diocese that he 
had recently settled a sex-abuse settle¬ 
ment against Krumm (see “All Aboard 
the Pedo-Train!” July 22, 2004). 

Pacheco’s file was far juicier. He 
served in Sts. Simon and Jude from 1977 
until 1985, with other assignments until 
1988, when McFarland removed him 
from the Orange diocese after receiving 
an allegation Pacheco had raped a boy. 
However, documents now show that 
John Urell (the longtime point man for 
Diocese of Orange bishops on sex-abuse 
cases) never reported Pacheco to legal 
authorities, as required by law after that 
incident. Urell also didn’t notify law 
enforcement when another Pacheco 
victim came forward in 1992. 

But hidden in the hundreds of pages 
of Pacheco’s file are two police reports 
regarding Michael Harris, the longtime 
principal of Mater Dei and Santa Mar¬ 
garita high schools and one of the most 
notorious pedophiles in Orange County 
history. A longtime favorite of local 
Republicans, Harris had taken a leave 
of absence from Santa Margarita High 
in early 1994, citing stress. Neither he 
nor the Orange diocese disclosed that 
his victims were coming forth with 
lawsuits—and that the police were 
after him. 
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When a Santa Ana detective contacted Orange diocesan 
officials, specifically Urell’s then-boss, Lawrence Baird, the report 
noted, “No one could give me information on Harris.” 


One report, filed with the Orange 
police department in 1994, showed that 
a Harris victim had just alerted the 
Orange diocese about abuse that hap¬ 
pened to him in the early 1980s, but that 
diocesan 
officials had 
transferred 
Harris “to 
an undis¬ 
closed 
location” 
to evade 
him. The same 
victim filed a report with 
the Santa Ana Police Department a 
couple of months later; detectives 
contacted Mater Dei looking for 
Harris, but, they noted, school 
officials wouldn’t provide infor¬ 
mation on Harris’ whereabouts. 

When a Santa Ana detective 
contacted Orange diocesan 
officials, specifically Urell’s 
then-boss, Lawrence Baird, 
the report noted, “No one 
could give me information 
on Harris.” 

Urell and Baird 
still work with the 
Orange diocese. 

THE GNAT OF 
A TITAN 

Over the week¬ 
end, Tom Puen¬ 
tes—a titan of local 
politics for forging the 
members of the Orange 
County Republican Party into 
the freaks they are today, as well as a 
gnat of a man for his role in the Catho¬ 
lic Diocese of Orange sex-abuse scan¬ 
dals—passed away after a long battle 
with cancer. He was 63. The best that 
can be said about Puentes is that he was 
colorful—if by colorful, you mean you 
enjoyed a man who helped to put poll 
guards outside Latino-heavy precincts 
during a 1988 election that cost Puentes, 
Curt Pringle and others $400,000 in a 
civil judgment, or someone who once 
opined, “I can tell you the registration 
of the people in the house by observing 
the neatness of the lawn, what cars are 
in the driveway ... and whether there is 
a leaky oil can in the driveway.”

The worst that can be said about him 
is the truth: He helped to protect pedo¬ 
phile priests. 

Puentes served as communications 
director for the Orange diocese from 
1977 to 1989, a time that just happened 
to coincide with multiple pedophile 
priests roaming the county’s pews and 
raping children left and right. Did he 
alert the authorities or press when 
his superiors whisked away Eleuterio 
Ramos (the most prolific pedophile 
priest in OC history) to Tijuana after 
raping one boy too many? Nope. Did 
Puentes alert the authorities or press 



when he was assigned 
pedo-priest Jerome Henson 
to work under him? Nope. 
Did Puentes ever criticize the 
bishops who employed him, 
the hierarchy that helped to support 
him, for actively thwarting law enforce¬ 
ment? Ha! 

Of course, mainstream media obits 
wholly ignored Puentes’ role, as did the 
multiple hosannas thrown Puentes’ way 
by his conservative contemporaries. 

But, remember: He helped to protect 
pedophile priests and never owned up 
to it.

The Waterfront Promenade is a well known attraction for both residents and 
visitors. Strolling along the Promenade you will encounter the Fanfare Fountain 
whose water display is choreographed to popular music. The Promenade is over 
one mile long extending from near the Catalina Express terminal to the Los Ange¬ 
les Maritime Museum. Just before Maritime Museum stop for a few minutes at the 
salmon colored building with the arched roof. This is Fire Station 112 home to the 
world’s most powerful fire boat. The building’s large windows provide an excellent 
glimpse of this mighty vessel. The building’s exterior contains a history of the fire 
department’s role in the harbor.

In the world of successful stars, Von 
Teese is one who’s proudly self-made. 
Faux-natural. And what she has created 
is a modern burlesque superheroine. 
Inspired by the likes of Sally Rand, Gypsy 
Rose Lee and Lili St. Cyr, she has brought 
back the spectacle and dazzle of the old- 
time striptease, an art form that thrived 
long before girls twirled on poles under 
disco lights. 

This month. Von Teese brings her 
new revue to the Yost Theater. “Strip 
Strip Hooray!” is her most lavish show 
ever—she dons a haute-couture tuxedo 
that costs more than a Mercedes, rides 
a mechanical bull decked out in thou¬ 
sands of Swarovski crystals, and splashes 
around in her signature bathtub-sized 
martini glass (now with even more bling). 
“Every act is a showstopper,” says the 
international performer, who has charm- 
school poise and the posture of someone 
balancing a pile of books on her head. 

“When I was 22 years old, I really 
thought I’d be done [by now],” she adds, 
reflectively. “I thought my pictures would 
be preserved, like, ‘Oh, here’s a moment 
in time when I was at my best and most 
beautiful.’ I was so wrong.” 

VON TEESE’S metamorphosis began 
when she was a young girl named 
Heather Sweet. Her family moved from 
the farming town of West Branch, Michi¬ 
gan, to the slightly more glamorous city 
of Irvine when she was 12. She says it 
was a culture shock—other girls at Lake¬ 
side Middle School were kissing boys 
and having sex, while she was still play¬ 
ing with dolls, but the still-Midwestern 
girl was too focused on ballet to care 
much. She would clean the bathrooms at 
a local dance studio in exchange for free 
classes. “I wanted to be a ballerina,” she 
says, “but by 14 or 15,1 realized I’d never 
become one.” 

At home, she developed a fascination 
with lingerie and would sometimes steal 
bras from her mother’s drawer and try 
them on. There was an alluring mys¬ 
tique about the dainty undergarments. 

“I equated lingerie with this rite of pas¬ 
sage as a woman,” she explains. “I never 
equated it with seduction.” 

A long-gone Irvine lingerie store. Lady 
Ruby’s, solidifled her fascination with 
unmentionables, and Von Teese began 
collecting vintage pieces—silky slips, 
intricate garter panties, lace-up cor¬ 
sets. Her interest soon manifested into 
a scholarly obsession with Golden Era 
glamour, with many afternoons spent in 
the library reading biographies of ’40s 
and ’50s stars and collecting vintage 
men’s magazines with names such as 
Wink, Titter and Eyeful, poring over the 
pages of pin-up wonders such as Bettie 
Page. She’d watch Technicolor-tinted 
musicals starring her favorite icons, Betty 
Grable and Carmen Miranda. 

“What struck me the most about these 
women is that they were created,” Von

Teese says. “It’s very obvious that it’s not 
about natural beauty; it’s about the art of 
creating glamour. I wanted to give myself 
that big Hollywood makeover.” 

In doing so. Von Teese would spend 
hours perfecting her look in front of a 
mirror, teasing her long blond tresses 
into a full beehive, drawing cat-eye wings 
along her lash line and coloring her lips 
a bold scarlet. She and her best friend, 
Brooke, would walk through the halls of 
Uni High (the same school that was the 


alma mater to—talk about different poles 
of America’s cultural tent—Will Ferrell, 
Zack de la Rocha and liberal blogger Ezra 
Klein) wearing retro-inspired outfits usu¬ 
ally assembled from flea-market finds. 
They didn’t have a lot of other friends, 
but they knew they were “admired from 
afar” for being different. 

Men never understood Von Teese’s 
style. “I had a boyfriend for five years 
starting at age 15,” she says. “He was 
a real typical surfer guy and definitely 


wasn’t encouraging me to dress like a 
maniac. He’d be like, ‘Wow, are you gonna 
go out wearing that?”’ 

The answer was always yes. 

“I remember walking by myself some¬ 
where, and some guys were making fun 
of me,” she says. “I’m very pale and was 
wearing some extravagant hat. I remem¬ 
ber just looking at them and the way they 
were dressed and thinking, ‘This is a very 
fine compliment that these people think I 
look crazy and ugly. It’s great if they don’t 
like me. This is a compliment.’ I have 
always believed that.” 

After high school. Von Teese started 
posing for pin-up magazines and dived 
into the Los Angeles rave scene. One day, 
a friend brought her to the legendary, 
now-closed Captain Cream’s in Lake For¬ 
est. She had heard the club was hosting 
an audition night for new showgirls and 
decided to sign up. 

The girls who took the stage before 
her danced in itty-bitty neon bikinis 
while rock & roll tracks blasted through 
the sound system. Then it was Heather 
Sweet’s turn. She emerged in a pink cor¬ 
set, long black gloves, stockings and black 
boots. The crowd was confused—but 
liked her. 

Afterward, the manager pulled her 
aside and said, “You’re different. I like 
what you do. But you’re hardly showing 
any skin.” 

He hired her, anyway, and told her to 
pick a stage name. Having just seen a 
movie with German actress Dita Parlo, 
she chose “Dita.” (Von Teese got tacked 
on when Playboy’s lingerie edition 
required a last name. She plucked “Von 
Treese” out of a phone book, but when 
the magazine came out, it was misspelled 
as “Von Teese.” The typo stuck.) 

The Captain Cream’s gig was an “elabo¬ 
rate game of dress-up.” It was the job that 
kicked her life into gear—she had been 
doing drugs but stopped when she began 
performing because she “needed to be 
focused and centered.” 

“I really enjoyed it,” she says of her 
role. “I became more and more known. 
People would come from all over because 
they heard there was this strange girl 
wearing fetishistic, retro-style clothing. 
I’d save my money to get new costumes 
and kept building a little more of a show.” 

One day, the manager announced the 
club was going topless. Each girl had a 
choice—she could be either a topless girl 
or a bikini girl, but she couldn’t be both. 
Von Teese became a topless girl. 

“I didn’t have a problem with it,” she 
says. “I’ve always felt very comfort¬ 
able with my body. I didn’t see what the 
big deal was with breasts. I still don’t. 
Maybe it’s the European part of me. I 
don’t remember feeling nervous or anx¬ 
ious. I don’t remember feeling anything 
about it.” 

She adds, “There was always a very 
distinctive separation between what I do 
onstage and what I do in front of people 
in real life. I’ve never been an exhibition¬ 
ist. I don’t get a thrill from showing my 
body. I get a thrill from creating shows, 
portraying glamour, portraying a differ¬ 
ent version of sensuality that is pretty far 
removed from who I am in the bedroom.” 
With real-life intimacy and seduction, 
she says, “there’s a different kind of 
vulnerability.” » CONTINUED ON PAGE 39

Von Teese started performing shows 
away from the strip club as the face of 
Versatile Fashions, an Anaheim company 
that made fetishistic clothing. She toured 
fetish clubs in Long Beach, New York 
and London, bringing a pin-up element 
to a world of whips, chains, spikes and 
heavy tattoos. “People would say, ‘I don’t 
get why she is here,”’ she says. “It took 
awhile before people understood what I 
was doing.” 


ing. Burlesque was a striptease show. 

The history exists. I feel a strong com¬ 
mitment to keeping the real essence of 
burlesque alive, to keeping it risque, 
keeping it titillating, keeping it true to 
what it was in the ’30s: G-strings and 
pasties. It’s adult entertainment.” 

“Anyone can throw on a feather boa 
and call themselves classy because they 
don’t take their clothes off,” she contin¬ 
ues. “That’s not the challenge. The chal¬ 
lenge is to change people’s minds about 
striptease. There was a time when strip¬ 
tease was actually a legitimate form of 
entertainment and not a bad word.” 

“Strip Strip Hooray!” is a revue that was 
two years in the making. Von Teese says 
that over the years, the production values 
of her shows have evolved, as has her 
performance style. Her acts have become

THE NEO-BURLESOUE movement 
shimmied into big cities across the globe 
in the 1990s, some say out of a growing 
desensitization to society’s in-your- 
face-sex culture. Performers wanted to 
re-create classic burlesque dances, but it 
was difficult because there was no video 
footage from back then. So they invented 
their own acts. Their craft focused on 
the “tease” more than the “strip,” though 
there was certainly a good amount of 
clothing shed. 

Von Teese wanted to live out her “most 
glamorous fantasies” in her shows, which 
meant designing a dream world with 
opulent sets, over-the-top costumes, 
dramatic music and sensual lighting that 
illuminated her curves. Her productions 
attracted audiences of mostly women, 
many of whom told her that watching her 
strip made them feel empowered. 

Being in the scene for so long. Von 
Teese now sees herself as an ambassador 
for burlesque. She hates when people 
use the term to describe a booty-shaking 
dance style, a la the Pussycat Dolls. She 
believes one of the biggest setbacks for 
the burlesque community was the 2010 
film Burlesque, starring Cher and Chris¬ 
tina Aguilera, which, she says, “had no 
real burlesque in it.” 

“Burlesque was not about dancing 
girls,” she says. “It was not about sing- 


more “womanly and sophisticated.” 

While she says she’s in better shape 
than ever thanks to Pilates, ballet classes 
and following Kimberly Snyder’s Beauty 
Detox Solution as if it were a religion, the 
39-year-old claims, “This is it for me,” in 
terms of performing. 

Von Teese currently splits her time 
between Los Angeles and Paris, and she 
has her hands full with other projects— 
putting the finishing touches on a new 
beauty book while working on a dress 
collection, a perfume, and lingerie and 
cosmetics lines. She does want to create 
more shows, only now from the direc¬ 
tor’s seat. 

“I would like to step aside,” she says. “I 
think it’s very important to know when 
it’s time.” 

No matter where she heads next, 
glamor will always reign in her life. 

When asked if she does anything that’s 
un-Dita Von Teese—lounge at home in 
sweat pants? Walk outside with chipped 
nail polish?—she pauses. “I leave tooth¬ 
paste in the sink,” she says. “I had a 
boyfriend who was like, “Man, if anyone 
knew how much toothpaste you leave in 
the sink ...’” 

She smiles, reveling in her confession. 

“I was like, ‘Whatever,’” she says with a 
laugh. “Nobody’s perfect.”

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HOW TO TEST’ YOUR APARTMENT- 
COMPLEX WASHER AND DRYER

L et’s say you’ve recently 
remodeled the communal 
laundry room at the apart¬ 
ment building you own, and 
you realize you need to test 
the coin-operated washer 
and dryer. You’re fresh out of 
quarters? Never fear! It takes 
just a minute or two to get 
that laundry machine revving. 

You’d never do this to a 
machine you didn’t own, of 
course—that would be highly 
illegal, and you would go 
down deservedly—but just in 
case you find yourself in the 
situation above, here’s how to 
do it: 



1. GET SOME COFFEE STIRRERS. They need to 
be flexible and thin enough to fit one way or 
the other into the coin slot. (This should really 
be obvious.) If your machine costs $1, you'll 
need four stirrers. 


2. PUSH THE COIN TRAY IN ALL THE WAY, then back it out carefully, just enough to be 
able to see a tiny bit of the coin slots. 

3. INSERT A STIRRER in the first slot at the lowest (flattest to the ground) possible 
angle, then push it in until you feel resistance. You may need to jiggle it a bit to get it to 
stick. You'll know you have it right because you won't be able to insert the stirrer any 
farther, and it'll stay put without your having to hold it.

ALTERNATE ID 

Some may ask if the person has 
another ID or credit card with 
his name on it. If someone in 
this day and age doesn't have 
a debit card on them, it's cause 
for suspicion. If a person is 
unable to produce so much as a 
AAA card or a library card with 
the same name on it, he's prob¬ 
ably using someone else's ID. 

WHAT YEAR DID YOU 
GRADUATE HIGH SCHOOL? 

It's another question designed 
to see if the person stutters or 
is nervous. 


irS IN THE EYES 

The sides of your face such 
as your cheeks can fluctuate 
with weight or facial hair, 
but your "T Zone" never 
changes. It's an invisible line 
drawn across your forehead 
and down the center of your 
face to your chin: The shape 
of a T. Bouncers are trained 
to compare the T Zone of the 
picture on an ID to that of the 
person being ID'ed. 



IN SCANNERS 
YETRUST 

There are several dif¬ 
ferent scanners on the 
market that bars use. 

Each scans the black strip 
on the back of an ID to tell 
the bouncer whether an 
ID is valid. Blacklights are 
also used to locate the 
UV light-activated holo¬ 
grams hidden on every 
government-issued ID in 
the state of California. 

WHY SO NERVOUS? 

Bouncers can sense if a 
person is overly fidgety 
or nervous and might 
not admit him if he's act¬ 
ing like he's never been 
carded before (especially 
if the ID says he's 24).

T hough fancy liquor stores sell bright-green booze 
in bottles labeled “Absinthe,” it’s not the real deal. 
Actual, bona fide absinthe is illegal to sell in the U.S., as it 
contains a chemical called thujone, produced by worm¬ 
wood, which is banned in food products by the FDA. Thu¬ 
jone is also what gives absinthe its narcotic properties— 
though the effects are closer to those of THC than LSD. 
Sorry to dash those bohemian-artist dreams of yours, but 
you’re not drinking the real stuff. 

However, wormwood itself can be found if you look 
hard enough (or just buy it online); I actually used to get it 
from a witchy little shop in Long Beach. Just for the hard¬ 
core absinthe-aficionado wannabes, here’s the recipe for 
the moonshine version of the Green Fairy—obtained from 
an “Absinthe Professor” at Burning Man (totally legit). 

It’s pretty rough, though, and might have some crazy side 
effects if you drink too much (like going blind or cutting 
off your ear), so have a friend try it first.

SIDE BETS, PRIZES, TRASH TALKING—WELCOME 
TO BARCRAFT • BY CHARLES LAM 


t t’s Sunday night, and the Lake Forest 
Buffalo Wild Wings is packed with 
people who are barely old enough to 
drink. Their eyes, many of them behind 
thick-rimmed glasses, are fixated intently 
on the TV screens, on which their favor¬ 
ite players are vying in tests of skill. 

As the competition hits its climax, the 
volume follows, culminating in a conces¬ 
sion from the loser, a celebration from 
the winner and bedlam from the crowd. 
Missing are the groans of disappointment 
and defeat; everyone is celebrating. 

It’s obviously not an Angels game, 
though the Halos fans are more than 
welcome to BarCraft nights to help 
forget their season of misery. Instead, 
fans of the Irvine-based Blizzard Enter¬ 
tainment’s insanely popular StarCraft 2 
video game gather here to watch online 
tournaments for cash prizes on big 
screens usually tuned to professional 
sports, with the same devotion to teams 
and superstars. 


“It’s a really vibrant and passionate 
atmosphere,” says Timothy Young, a UC 
Irvine student who has been to dozens of 
the events. “People are always lively and 
enthusiastic. Sometimes, I’m surprised 
something like this is actually happening.” 

There’s even trash talk. “There aren’t 
really any alliances between teams; it’s 
more between the players,” says partici¬ 
pant Liz Lopez. Rivalries are rampant, 
defined by what faction a player chooses 
in a game or by favorite players. Often 
heard are cries that the game is “imbal¬ 
anced,” a faction is “too easy” or a player 
can “cry more.” 

BarCrafts first appeared last spring 
in Seattle, organized by StarCraft fans. 
With free entry and venues often show¬ 
casing special menus, the proceeds from 
the sales at those events were enough to 
supply cash purses for a series of online 
tournaments. Quickly spreading across 
the country, the events nowadays fills 
bars as easily as any major sport. 
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“Attendance can vary by who’s play¬ 
ing,” says Scott Winterstein, general 
manager of the Anthill Pub on UCI’s 
campus, which regularly hosts BarCrafts. 
”A couple of Sundays ago, we had basi¬ 
cally a full house. It’s about on par with 
the big soccer games we show.” 

Laguna Niguel resident Caleb Finn 
hosts the majority of BarCrafts in Orange 
County, including the first one held here 
last October, which was attended by 
StarCraft 2’s development team. 

“After reading about the huge suc¬ 
cesses in other cities, I realized there 
were no BarCrafts in Orange County, 
despite the population of nerds and pres¬ 
ence of Blizzard,” Finn says. “I knew 
there had to be a BarCraft here, and I 
knew I could make it happen. A friend 
and I made a list of sports bars and 
drove around checking each one out. 

We chose [the Lake Forest Buffalo Wild 
Wings] because the management was just 
excited as we were.” 

He didn’t expect there to be 350 
RSVPs, with 100 maybes. Nor did he 
expect who actually came. 

“I knew that a small group of Bliz¬ 
zard staff would show up in an effort to 
ensure the success of the event. I had 
been in contact with Blizzard’s assistant 
manager of eSports, Rob Simpson, but 
I didn’t in any way expect the crowd 
that came,” Finn says. “It included the 
creators of the game and Blizzard’s CEO, 
Mike Morhaime. Their enthusiasm was 
contagious, and you can’t help but get 
even more excited and thankful seeing 



they truly care about the game they made 
and the community around it. It was a 
good night for the bar, too; they eventu¬ 
ally ran out of pint glasses.” 

The next big StarCraft event, the 
Major League Gaming Spring Champion¬ 
ship, takes place June 8 to 10 at the Ana¬ 
heim Convention Center and will feature 
top talent from Korea, Europe and the 
U.S. Joining the StarCraft community 
will be League of Legends fans, known for 
their casual gamer attitude and ability to 
alienate new players, and the fighting- 
game community (represented by fans of 
game such as Mortal Kombat, Soul Cali- 
bur V and King of Fighters XIII), known 
for running side bets. Though currently 
unconfirmed, Finn is in the process of 
searching for a venue to host an after- 
party that Saturday night—expect drunk, 
rambunctious nerds and the cute girls 
who love them.

D eep in an industrial complex on 
Costa Mesa’s west side, small- 
business owners open warehouse 
doors, deliverymen hustle and workers 
bang away on all manner of fabricated 
products.

The door opens, and there stands the 
tall, lanky frame of Orange County’s 
eternal golden boy, Todd Marinovich.

His pale-blue eyes brighten between the 
etched lines on his face; he is decked out 
in loose-fitting Levi’s with paint stains in a 
couple of places, unlaced blue Chuck Tay¬ 
lors and a green thermal shirt with patches 
on the elbows. With the laid-back cadence 
of an Orange County native, he extends a 
pale, freckled hand and welcomes his guest 
into his artist’s den, then turns and ambles 
back to work. These days, he has lots of it. 

In December, ESPN Films released the 
documentary The Marinovich Project, 
directed by Andrew Stephan and John 
Dorsey, which prominently featured 
Marinovich furiously painting what 
accidentally turned out to be the center- 
piece of his gallery debut in Los Angeles 
the next day. Within a week of its airing, 
Marinovich, a Newport Beach resident 
who had been making ends meet by paint¬ 
ing houses and cleaning boats in the har¬ 
bor, had sold $20,000 in art. 

Now he reclines in a high-backed chair 
upholstered with faded green cloth in the 
back of the studio, where the story of his 
life is told through emblems mounted on 
the wall or placed in shadowed pockets. 
There are the old-school pro-football 
helmets hanging above the back door, 
the surfboard standing in the corner, the 
paintings and sculptures. Looking toward 
his office, one sees the blown-up photo of 
a young Marinovich, his red mane cascad¬ 
ing down his USC Trojan uniform, near a 
playpen for his toddlers. 


He’s a dad now, married, and at perfect 
peace with where he has been and where 
he has arrived. “That’s the one thing about 
my whole deal,” he says. “I got to experi¬ 
ence a lot of shit, and that’s what life is. 
The more I can experience, there’s more 
to me I have to offer. [Experiences] are all 
not bad. They’re all not good. They just 
are. That’s what those jail experiences 
are. They’re not all bad, and they’re not 
all fuckin’ good. There were times when 
I laughed the hardest in jail. I don’t know 
why. But it’s all part of my experience.” 

His balding pate covered by a faded, 
navy-blue cap with dark sunglasses 
propped on top, Marinovich crosses 
his legs, inhales a Camel Wide ciga¬ 
rette, sips from a can of Dr. Pepper and 
scratches at the remaining red hair on 
the sides of his head. He points up at the 
painting that most recently changed his 
ever-evolving life. 

“That whole story was rad,” he says. 

“Do you have time for it?” 

The directors emailed Marinovich 
with an idea: walk toward the camera 
and paint whatever you want on a piece 
of Plexiglas in front of it, giving the effect 
you are painting on the camera lens. 
Marinovich had only the faint inspira¬ 
tion to create a football player holding a 
helmet and morphing into a kid. In his 
mind, it wasn’t materializing, and he grew 
increasingly frustrated. 

But the filmmakers had another per¬ 
spective. They told Marinovich the paint¬ 
ing should be the feature piece in his gal¬ 
lery show in Los Angeles. He thought they 
“were bullshitting,” but when he walked 
to the other side of the room and saw how 


the light had fired through the Plexiglas, 
the acrylic painting took on a new life, with 
bold hues of orange and yellow exploding 
into life. Having worked for months on a 
feature piece, Marinovich scrapped that 
plan and worked 24 hours straight on the 
new one. He titled it The Alchemist. 

Marinovich was now on his way to 
making a living as an artist. Requests for 
prints of his works, which often feature 
sports and music legends, came in from 
art collectors ever 5 where, and Marinov¬ 
ich is still answering email inquiries 
from December. (You can view his work 
at www.toddmarinovich.com.) 

“I knew I had one shot, and millions 
of people were going to see it,” he says. 
“Exposure is a once-in-a-lifetime dream. 
So I said, ‘This is my chance,’ and I deliv¬ 
ered. I was stoked.” 

MARINOVICH’S STORY-well, the first 
half of it anyway—has been told a thou¬ 
sand times. 

The teenage phenomenon, bred by 
his obsessive father to become a profes¬ 
sional quarterback, became the talk of 
sportswriters around the nation in the late 
1980s, as the highly recruited, prototype 
gunslinger out of Mater Dei and, later, 
Capistrano Valley high schools. Tower¬ 
ing at 6-foot-4, lean and strong, with a 
machine-like training regimen on the field 
and in the weight room, Marinovich was 
viewed as his father’s football-throwing, 
Frankenstein’s monster of a son. 

Soon, the articles and video reports 
revealed a rebel son whose story spiraled 
quickly to a drug-infused nadir. He lost 
his starting spot on USC’s roster, popped 


speed and Vicodin before Raiders games, 
and exited the National Football League 
two years after his splashy debut. Bail¬ 
ing through unremarkable stops in the 
Canadian Football League and the Arena 
Football League. In all the photos and film 
clips, Marinovich appears as a wild-eyed 
jock or a mean-mugging arrestee, a classic 
underachiever, a wasted talent. 

To those looking for a quick story, Mari¬ 
novich isn’t a fascinating Gen X bohe¬ 
mian; he’s a failed bailer. But spend 10 
minutes with the now-42-year-old man, 
and one realizes his matter-of-fact humor, 
sideways grin, and enthusiasm for music 
and art got lost in the calculated editing. 
Ask him about his love for Uncle Tupelo, 
the iconic alt-country band from Illinois, 
and he leaps to the stereo and blasts Son 
Volt, which was founded by the former’s 
Jay Farrar. Settling back into his chair, he 
bobs his head and lights a cigarette while 
reminiscing about seeing Uncle Tupelo 
live in the early 1990s. 

“I had been a fan, but not like my best 
friend Marco,” he says. “I hadn’t heard 
music like that, for one, and I instantly 
related to my core, like, this is where it’s 
at. ’Cause I’ve done some traveling from 
playing and stuff and met people from all 
over the country, and you wouldn’t think 
that people from the Midwest could iden¬ 
tify with your experience. It, like, hit the 
nail on the head for me.” 

Indeed, these days, Marinovich seems 
more nostalgic for past concerts than he 
is for old glories on the gridiron. There 
was the three-day backstage bacchana¬ 
lia at the Forum in Inglewood—throb- 
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bing with booze, whores and drugs—at 
which he used his fame to party with Ron 
Jeremy, Metallica’s James Hetfield and 
Misfits drummer Chuck Biscuits. “A lot 
of drinking. And women. And the sub¬ 
stances to keep you going for three days,” 
he recalls. “That was out of hand. Fun 
days those were.” 

At some point, Marinovich swiped an 
autograph-adorned linebacker’s helmet, 
added his signature and handed it to Het¬ 
field. “James put that thing on all fuckin’ 
night, except for the stage,” he says. 

Asked if he got to see porn legend Jer¬ 
emy’s equipment, Marinovich exhales a 
cigarette smoke-choked laugh. “Haven’t 
we all?” he asks. “I was taking a lot of 
drugs through the years of concert-going. 
A Pink Floyd show on acid: Everyone 
should experience that.” 

During a set at the Los Angeles Sports 
Arena, Marinovich was tripping hard 
when a green laser beam from the back of 
the stage shot out in his direction, fixing 
itself next to his head. Floating in a sea of 
sweaty stoners who were either screaming 
lyrics or falling deeper into a comfortable 
numbness, Marinovich naturally wanted a 
taste of the laser. “I couldn’t help chewing 
on it,” he recalls. “It tasted minty.” 

From a nearby shelf, he grabs an acous¬ 
tic guitar, a present from his mother- 
in-law. Marinovich, who played in the 
short-lived band Scurvy in the mid-1990s 
alongside his aforementioned best 
friend, bassist Marco Forster, plucks at 
the strings and tunes the guitar. Then, a 


petite, blue-eyed woman in her late twen¬ 
ties, wearing blue jeans tucked into her 
black boots, walks into the warehouse. 

Alix Marinovich, Todd’s wife, is also 
his scheduling manager. On this day, she 
arrives at the warehouse to caravan with 
her husband to a nearby auto mechanic; 
Marinovich needs some work done on 
his Ford F-150 pickup truck. Soon they 
are on the road, Alix following behind in 
an ancient Chevy Blazer borrowed from 
a friend. With Everlast’s “What It’s Like” 
playing on a radio, Alix describes the Todd 
she knows. 

“He’s a great husband and amazing 
dad,” she declares. “He is very mellow, 
and I think we balance each other very 
well. I’m more straightforward and say 
exactly what’s on my mind. He has certain 
personality traits that help me and make 
me the person I am today.” 

After dropping off his truck, Todd 
hops into the back of the Blazer, next to 
a child’s seat. He says Alix couldn’t resist 
his baldness, and he landed an outing with 
her. He took her to get fitted for a bra at 
Fashion Island, where his mother, whom 
he refers to as “a boobologist,” owns a 
shop where Alix still picks up free bras 
and panties. 

The couple were engaged for about a 
year before they got married on March 
17, 2009, when Alix was pregnant with 
their son, Baron, who was born that June. 
Todd figured getting married on St. Pat¬ 
rick’s Day was the best way to remember 
his anniversary. But he also finds mean¬ 
ing in specific dates. He was born on 
the Fourth of July. His second child, a 
daughter, was born on July 19, 2011, one 
year after the death of Forster, who had

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relapsed into drugs. She bears his friend’s 
nickname, Coski. 

Alix says she met her future husband 
in what local loadies call “Harbor Drug 
Court,” otherwise known as the Harbor 
Justice Center in Newport Beach. After 
making his move on her in a probation 
office, Marinovich asked Alix into a 
more private area so he wouldn’t have to 
endure the possible embarrassment of 
getting shot down when he asked for her 
phone number. 

“I had no clue who he was, and it didn’t 
matter to me,” she insists. “I love him for 
the person he is today.” 

BACK AT HIS STUDIO, Marinovich 
rummages through materials as he shakes 
a can of spray paint. An obsessive artist 
who has the typical difficulty of not know¬ 
ing precisely when a piece is finished, 
he has a backlog of commissioned work 
he must finish. A man in Indiana, whose 
home Marinovich described as a contem¬ 
porary museum, invited him to fill a room 
with original paintings. 

As a kid who wanted to play pro ball, 
Marinovich was constantly told he 
needed something to fall back on. At the 
same time, the adults in his life always 
dismissed creative arts as a non-viable 
career path. “I don’t think people are 
encouraged creatively enough,” he says. 
“There’s so much criticism early on, and 
it turns people off. You know, that was 
something that was passed down to me— 
you can’t survive through art. Sometimes 
you hold onto those things when you’re 
little. They’re ingrained.” 

He almost proved the critics right when 
he threw away his football career, struggled 
as an artist and musician, and wound up in 
jail more times than he can count thanks 
to his drug addiction. Marinovich, who has 
been arrested on myriad drug violations 
over the years, says he doesn’t know what 
his rap sheet looks like, but that it took him 
about a decade to get off probation. To cel¬ 
ebrate, he took Alix to Costa Rica. 

“Being a name, it’s like a Catch-22,” he 
refiects. “There were a lot of times when 
it was helpful, and there were times it was 
hurtful. There was no middle ground. It 
was extreme. There were times people 
would go out of their way to help me, and 
there were times where they were going 
out of their way to fuck me, and that’s 
reality. When I was going to jail sober, that 
was a whole different trip.” 

Two days later, outside the Balboa 
Peninsula home his mother owns, where 
he and his family live, Marinovich is 
loading his acoustic guitar and several 
paintings for a June 2 gallery show in Los 
Angeles into a blue Lincoln Town Car 
that appears to be more than 20 years 
old. Windows are stuck halfway up, and 
buttons are missing throughout. The 
passenger’s-side visor hangs limply. Given 
to him by a college teammate, the car has 
a handicap sticker on the license plate. He 
calls it “the hoopty.” 

Dressed in dark-blue jeans cuffed at the 
bottom, black Chuck Taylors and a white 
T-shirt covered by an oversized green 
sweater, he settles into his seat with a 


yogurt drink in-hand. As he drives south 
on Pacific Coast Highway, Marinovich 
recalls the old haunts, party spots and peo¬ 
ple who colored his life. As Forster’s music 
plays through a wireless speaker propped 
on the dashboard, he talks about kicking 
his own addiction, inspired by his best 
friend, who had been clean for about eight 
years prior to relapsing and dying of heart 
failure. Marinovich’s last hit of heroin was 
in 2009, after getting a hook in Santa Ana. 

Now, he has a family to live for; he looks 
out his window and shakes his head. “I 
didn’t think it could be done,” he says. “I 
thought everyone else was bullshitting, 
but I knew he wouldn’t bullshit me. Death 
is ... fuck... I don’t like it.” 

The hoopty rumbles along the Newport 


coast, with the draft of brilliantly painted 
sports cars and lumbering SUVs blowing 
through the open windows. Marinovich 
inhales a Camel Wide and says he still feels 
as though he’s 10 years old around his aging 
father, Mary who is no longer the physi¬ 
cal specimen he still pictures in his mind. 
The sun dissolves the morning clouds, and 
moments pass with only the sound of For¬ 
ster singing softly about the Pacific Ocean. 

“There’s some really freakin’ cool parts 
of Orange County,” Marinovich says. “It’s 

the crowds_It’s not like it was. I sound 

old when I say that. My grandmother 
would say it’s the Rose Bowl and it brings 
all the Midwesterners out here and they 
stay, and it’s fucked it up for everybody.” 

In the less-fucked-up days, as it was for 


a lot of Orange County natives, Marinov¬ 
ich had his fair share of orange fights in 
the groves. His battlegrounds were in the 
foothills of Orange and Tustin. Then there 
were the days of “heaven” in Holy Jim 
Canyon in the Santa Ana foothills near 
Trabuco Canyon, where he and his friends 
got high on mushrooms. Driving past 
Laguna Beach’s Thousand Steps Beach, he 
laughs about spending summer days blitz¬ 
ing through cases of beer and toking up 
with friends because the cops “wouldn’t 
haul their asses down” to the sand. And 
who hasn’t hoped to find a naked bomb¬ 
shell emerging from the water of San 
Onofre State Beach’s clothing-optional 
Trail 6 strand, only to discover a collection

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of waddling codgers spreading their glory 
before the sun? 

It was during his time at Mater Dei that 
Marinovich attended one of his first keg 
parties, questioning the point of drinking 
games, when the reality of keg parties was 
to get drunk. But he noticed the girls were 
“getting sloppy drunk because, if they’re 
not playing, they’re sipping their shit.” He 
also swallowed a quarter. 

At around 16 years old, after a trip 
to Tijuana, Marinovich returned to his 
father’s Mission Viejo apartment and 
promptly lost his virginity in his dad’s 
bed. Up to that point, the introverted 
Marinovich, who says he was never GQ- 
quality, had only gotten to first and sec¬ 
ond base with the girls. All that would 
change with fame, and Marinovich, who 
has traveled the globe and tasted count¬ 
less women, including the four steward¬ 
esses he once met on a Raiders road trip 
to New Orleans, rates Orange County 
as world-class in terms of per-capita 
female pulchritude. 

“I consider myself lucky when it comes 
to the whole experience with the ladies,” 
Marinovich says. “[The fame] was always 
a factor. They would be curious about all 
the attention on the dude in the bar.... I 
don’t know if I’m dealing with the life of 
fate, but it was meant to be with Alix and 
having two kids at 39.1 wasn’t the safest at 
practicing sex. Something bigger is com¬ 
ing into play.” 

STOPPING NEAR A HOUSE he once 
rented in Dana Point, Marinovich’s mood 
changes. His voice grows quieter as he 
recalls the days just after he blew up his 
NFL career, a time that slowly if inexora¬ 
bly seemed to be progressing toward using 
the needle, a final destination on a path he 
says probably began with the pain-killers 
he shot up after high-school games. Her¬ 
oin, for him, was like a mother’s womb, a 
warm and safe space he never wanted to 
leave. But if heroin was the womb, his life 
was little more than a botched abortion. 
With sucked-up cheeks and a body that 
had shriveled into a skeletal, pasty frame, 
Marinovich saw his own ghost taunting 
him to walk across the threshold of death. 

“I was actually looking into the mir¬ 
ror and had collapsed all the veins in the 
arms, and I was going for the jugular,” 
he says. “Seeing myself in the reflection, 
hitting this bottom, that was the worst. It 
almost turned my stomach. And I [had] 
always said that’ll never happen to me— 
and there I was.” 

Later, in Vancouver, during a stint as a 
backup quarterback with the B.C. Lions 
of the Canadian Football League, he 
walked into a head shop and saw orange 
vials on the floor. He had discovered 
what he describes as the Amsterdam of 
Canada, where addicts could indulge all 
manner of vice uninhibited. His high of 
choice: China White heroin, a variety 
of the drug that was less expensive and 
kicked the ass of the black-tar heroin to 
which he was accustomed. 

Strung-out to the point of getting 
loaded before, during and after games—he 
once shot up during halftime—a friend

APPROACHING CELEBRITIES 

"I think it's totally cool when somebody comes up and expresses that you have affected them 
in any way. I get 'I lost money on you; I bet the Raiders, and they lost the game.' And I don't get 
assholes for the most part, so I think it's totally fine to approach them—and quickly. I don't think 
anybody would be upset about that, no matter how big you are. The main thing people should 
keep in mind is how many times people get approached. When you look at it like these guys get 
it wherever they go, your approach will be different."

"You can get off them anywhere. It's not the place; it's the time. Forced rehab was like doing 
time, but the seed was planted. Like everything, people try to package it, and I don't know how 
successful it is. It's become a big business. When Baron was born, my perspective changed. I 
gotta provide; that's a new thought. I was willing to do anything. I wasn't going to let my ego get 
involved. If had to dig a ditch, I was willing. Like addiction, I was willing to do anything. I cannot 
stick a needle in my arm, and if I don't today, it's a win. It's all about today. Hopelessness—that's 
a fucked state of mind. But I'm not acting in that today." 

FINDING GOOD ART 

"The only real place I go to in OC is the Orange County Museum of Art near Fashion Island in 
Newport Beach. It has some good exhibits. Other than that. I'm not into strolling Laguna Beach 
for art. That's really not my style." 

MUSIC 

"When it comes to checking out live bands, anything small and dirty is a good thing. Last sum¬ 
mer, I saw Green Day play a private show at the Tiki Bar in Costa Mesa. We just saw Deer Tick at 
the Yost Theater in downtown Santa Ana." 

FOOD 

"Food? In-N-Out, like everybody else. That's not really a secret. I like sushi, a place called Bud¬ 
dha's Favorite in Newport Beach. That's my and Alix's favorite." 

CULTURE 

"Culture in Orange County? It depends on what you're looking for. Santa Ana, Garden Grove and 
Newport Beach are all great, yet they're very different." 

CHANGING DIAPERS 

"I really think people should have a dog first because it's like training for parenting. The key to 
changing diapers is to give them something—cell phone, keys, whatever—keep them enter¬ 
tained for that 30 seconds. It can make or break your experience." 

TIJUANA 

"It's all about not causing a scene in which the federates get involved. That's when all bets are off." 

AGGRESSIVE SURFERS 

"I'm at the point where I don't put myself in those situations. It's all about fun, so I don't put 
myself in jeopardy. I don't even risk it." 

PICKING UP A PERFECT 10 

"It all depends on the situation, really. The variables that come into play, there's a multitude of 
them. In general, when you're dealing with a number like that, a nine or a 10, they've heard it all. 
They've been approached with it fuckin' all. So be honest. Be straightforward, really, because all 
the cute little lines, a hottie's heard them all since she was 14." 

THE PAPARAZZI 

"The pen is mightier than the sword. Fuck. It is mind-blowing the influence multimedia has on 
the world. It's got us in its clutches. I don't think you want to get involved in any way with that. 
Tread lightly, and be very careful with what you say." 

GOING TO JAIL 

"The sheriffs aren't your friends. I think your goal should be to have as little contact as possible with 
the guys in green. It could mean to keep your mouth shut and blend with the herd because it wasn't 
the inmates, for the most part, I had issues with. It was the guys holding the keys. It's not only keep¬ 
ing your mouth shut, but it's also keeping your eyes from rolling, or you'll get pretzeled up." 

GOING TO COURT 

"I've seen a lot of people hang themselves by thinking if they get to give their opinions, the judge 
will see it their way, which is usually not the case. So Ithinkthe best advice would be to really 
limit what you say to the judge. I have gone to court hundreds of times, no joke. Punctuality is 
No. 1; get there on time, for sure. Once you do that, you're off to the right start." 

-AS TOLD TO JOSH DULANEY 
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convinced him to return to California, 
where he was hospitalized. It was in Van¬ 
couver and Dana Point that he suffered 
the worst heroin withdrawals of his life, 
agonies that drove him to ponder suicide. 
“It’s an ache to the bone, and it really con¬ 
centrates in the legs, bone-chilling chills 
from hot to cold,” he says. “You never get 
comfortable. And then come the runs. You 
just piss out your ass. It’s like the flu times 
100.1 thought I was a tough guy. I felt like 
a pussy.” 

According to Marinovich, the third day 
of heroin withdrawal is the worst; if you 
make it to day four, you’re on your way 
to recovery. “I had a lot of day threes,” 
he adds. 

He drives past a rehabilitation house 
in San Clemente that, without elaborat¬ 
ing, he credits for providing a turning 
point in his life. “Addiction is a disease 
of the spirit,” he says. “As a 22-year-old 
man, I was looking around, like, ‘What 
am I doing here [in rehab] with guys in 
their 40s and 50s who lost everything?’ 

I know this new generation is doing the 
same thing.” 

Stopping at a Starbucks, an older, clean- 
cut man looks up from his laptop and tells 
Marinovich he loved the ESPN documen¬ 
tary. Marinovich says he feels like a movie 
actor when people say that. On the road 
back home, fighting the urge to piss, he 
unsuccessfully searches his pockets for 
his Camels, then bums a smoke. He pulls a 
cigarette from the box, but he accidentally 
snaps the Alter off. 

“We can fix this guy,” he says. He rolls 
the end of the cigarette like a joint, gives 
it a good lick and fires it up. Then he talks 
about partying with B-Real from Cypress 
Hill, how the stoned rapper could both 
de-seed his weed and roll a blunt using 
just one of his giant hands. “I never had 
skills like that,” he says. 

After picking up a cheeseburger, fries 
and a soda at TK Burgers in Newport 
Beach, where the young female clerk 
sports a use Trojans shirt, Marinovich 
drives the hoopty home, parks on a side 
street and leans back in a chair outside 
his front door. Through his darkest days, 
he says, he always knew he was going to 
make it. To Marinovich, there are no big 
deals, and sometimes the worst of times 
can be the best thing to happen to a per¬ 
son, such as going to drug court and meet¬ 
ing the love of your life. 

He talks about old teammates, includ¬ 
ing Chester McGlockton, the intimidating 
defensive tackle who played 12 seasons 
in the NFL and in four Pro Bowls. When 
McGlockton came into the league with 
the Raiders, Marinovich invited the 
warm-hearted man from North Carolina 
to live in his Manhattan Beach home to 
get acclimated to the Southern California 
lifestyle. He fondly recalls drinking wine 
coolers with his friend, a bear of a man 
who died of a heart attack last November 
at the age of 42. 

Less than two weeks after Marinovich 
reminisces about McGlockton, Junior 
Seau, Marinovich’s Trojan teammate, 
died of a self-inflicted gunshot wound 
to the chest. He was 43. Book-ended by 
both tragedies, Marinovich, munching on 
fries, gazes out onto Balboa Boulevard and 
utters the most profound of ironies. 

“My life makes sense,” he says.

S ilverado Canyon didn’t get its name for nothing. The canyons high above Orange County’s citrus groves and broad beaches are perforated with 
mines. An old ledger housed in the Orange County Archives bears signatures on hundreds of claims filed a century ago by those in search of.sil- 
ver, tin, gold and oil. While those hunting for a connection to Gold Rush history need look no farther than their own back yard, be warned: Explor¬ 
ing mines is inherently dangerous, and a little common sense goes a long way. f

BLACK STAR FALLS 

Little is known about this site, which is often confused with the 
Black Star Coal Mine located lower in the canyon. The county- 
owned right of way starts beyond the gate at the end of Black 
Star Canyon Road and leads to the falls. It's also claimed by 
local hillbillies. A sign warns against hiking without the owner's 
permission. The same hikers have maintained their right to use 
the path for decades. Rumored to be a favorite of Satanist cults, 
Black Star Canyon has been the site of unpleasant encounters 
between locals and hikers. In 2004, a resident named Art Tuttle 
was charged with brandishing a pistol in a menacing manner 

after encountering a female 
hiker on the road. And before 
that, back in 1990, Tuttle was 
charged with assault with 
a deadly weapon after he 
threw a rock at a helicopter 
practicing taking off and 
landing in a nearby field. 

It's unclear if a mine claim 
exists for this site, according 
to Scott Schmitz, a member 
of the Southern California 
Grotto Society, which practices conservation and exploration of 
mines. But the mystery only adds to the rewards: Assuming you 
survive the residents, you'll find a shimmering pool and, above it, a 
cascading waterfall beside a large mine shaft.

BLUE LIGHT MINE 

In 1877, Hank Smith and William Curry were 
hunting at the southern end of Silverado Canyon 
when they discovered a rock containing silver 
ore. It was assayed at $60 perton. Digging com¬ 
menced and didn't stop until the 1950s; according 
f to the Canyon Land Conservation Fund, between 
1942 and 1946, the mine produced $47,000 worth 
of zinc, lead, gold and silver. Sadly, in 2002, two 
Santa Ana brothers drowned while exploring the 
flooded tunnels, which experts say contain dan¬ 
gerously low levels of oxygen. In 2008, the U.S. 
Forest Service gated off five of the mine's nine 
entrances to keep people out while allowing bats 
to come and go. A large building once housing the 
mill was also removed.

TIN MINE 

According to our friend Chris Jepsen of the Orange County Archives, tin was 
discovered nearTrabuco Canyon in 1877. After the Santa Ana Tin Mining Co. 
was incorporated in 1901, more than $1 million was spent sinking thousands of 
feet of shafts and tunnels, none of which yielded an ounce of tin. Jepsen's DC 
History Roundup blog cites a 1969 panel of the Orange County Historical Land¬ 
marks Project, which concluded the Tin Mine was one of the best preserved 
mines in the county. "Not only are the old shafts and cut tunnels preserved," 
the panel found, "but the old mill, laboratory and a few other old buildings still 
stand."

Each dish brings out her 
flair for creativity, a passion to create 
good food that will not only make diners 
full, but also rank among the best meals 
eaten in Orange County this year. 

The next Hidden Dinner remains 
shrouded in mystery—not even Naderi, 
Lang are Veiga are sure of the details. They 
speak in code whenever they talk about 
future dinners or their other projects: 
Speakeasy. OC Fair. Movies and munchies. 


Naderi is still planning the Eatery, a 
full-fledged restaurant for which a Kick- 
starter campaign shot past its proposed 
goal, fueled by her fans. 

“All of my chef friends and mentors 
told me to leave Orange County,” she says. 
“They’d tell me to go to LA or New York, 
work there instead. But I didn’t want to 
leave Orange County. I grew up here, and 
I like it. The ocean, the weather... I see 
so much potential. On a communal level, 

I wanted to create something that would 
change the way this area works. 

“And on a personal level,” she con¬ 
cludes, “I just wanted to cook dinners.”

EAT-EASYS 

THE HIDDEN DINNER 
WOWS FOODIES 
MONTHLY WITH ITS 
SHROUD OF SECRECY 
AND GREAT COURSES

H idden Dinner is perhaps best defined 
by its name: It’s hidden, and it’s a 
dinner. There is no set location or menu. 
Find a password that allows you to access 
the website, then buy a ticket with the 
faith you’ve purchased a great supper. You 
get an email a few days before it happens 
announcing where it’ll take place. You go, 
you get wowed, and you do it again the 
following month. 

These unsanctioned restaurant pop-ups 
have been a foodie obsession in Orange 
County for the past year, and the only 
constants (besides an army of regulars) 
are the people behind the scenes, the trio 
that makes Hidden Dinner function: chef 
Anahita Naderi, event planner Betty Lang 
and web designer Justin Veiga. They’re 
the Cream of OC’s food scene, a mega¬ 
group that can shine individually, but is 
unstoppable together, each contributing a 
specific, indispensable skill set that, if not 
present, makes the others impotent. 

For the month preceding the dinner, the 
trio plans, meets and scopes out potential 
menus, tinkering with themes, ingredients 
and scenes. Two days before the dinner, 
Naderi buys supplies for the meal, turn¬ 
ing her Toyota Yaris into the culinary 
equivalent of Tetris, squeezing in products 
procured from farmers’ markets and espe¬ 
cially Wholesome Choice in Irvine. 

“I don’t want to throw myself out there, 
to put my name on something and have it 
be crap,” she says. “I don’t cheap out on 
ingredients. If I put my name on it, I’m 
going to get the better olive oil, the better 
balsamic vinegar, a better cut of the meat.” 

Naderi then cooks for two days straight 
in the petite kitchen of her Long Beach 
home, averaging about two hours of sleep 
per night in those crucial 48 hours. Lang 
and Veiga, meanwhile, go to the Hid¬ 
den Dinner setting of the month (usually 
a host’s apartment but an 5 where from 
Brea to Laguna Niguel) three hours early 
to decorate. Lang’s experience planning 
weddings shows itself in such painstak¬ 
ing details as the placement of the utensils 
(knives pointing in, please) and the fold of 
the napkins (against the crease, if you will). 

The set-up is the calm before Naderi’s 
storm, as the loquacious Persian brings 
forth a whirlwind of hands, pots, pans, 
kitchen knives and cooking utensils as she 
does the final preparations for the meal.

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A DRIVER'S 
GUIDE TO 
DUI STOPS

T he first thing an officer looks for during a 
traffic stop, are objective signs of intoxi¬ 
cation (OSIs), including bloodshot, watery, 
red eyes; the odor of alcohol; thick or slurred 
speech; flushed face; fumbling with a wallet to 
get the driver's license; leaning on the car for 
support; unsteady 
gait; difficulty fol¬ 
lowing directions; 
etc. Remember, 
every traffic stop is a 
potential DUI inves¬ 
tigation in the mind 
of law-enforcement 
officers, so they will 
look for anything to 
suggest a driver may be under the influence, 
thereby justifying further investigation. 

If an officer does observe OSIs, he or she 
will then ask a series of questions, designed 
to create a drinking pattern, which will almost 
certainly be used against the driver. Further, 
the questions are designed to produce evi¬ 
dence that incriminates. Most people, under 
the stress of the detention, tend to provide 
inaccurate information. It is completely under¬ 
standable behavior, but to a prosecutor, it 
represents consciousness of guilt. Given the 
above, it is generally wise to invoke your Fifth 
Amendment right to remain silent with respect 
to any questions posed by officers during a DUI 
investigation; all the information a driver MUST 
give is contained on your driver's license. 

The next step in a DUI investigation is the 
administration of field sobriety tests (FSTs). 
These may include walk-and-turn, touch- 
the-nose, one-leg-stand, modified position of 
attention (the Romberg Test), horizontal gaze 
nystagmus (following an object such as a pen 
from side-to-side with your eyes while keeping 
your head still), fingers-to-thumb and hand pat. 
The only purpose of these tests is to allow law 
enforcement to collect more evidence to con¬ 
vict you. There is no legal requirement to per¬ 
form such tests, and without such evidence, the 
job of the prosecutor becomes more difficult. 

Many police agencies are using a roadside 
breath-testing device (Breathalyzer) as an 
additional field sobriety test. The Preliminary 
Alcohol Screening (PAS) units are handheld 
devices that are supposed to provide a crude 
indication of the suspect's blood alcohol con¬ 
tent (BAG). These units are designed to aid 
the officer in making a probable-cause deter¬ 
mination as to whether the subject is intoxi¬ 


cated. However, if a subject burps, belches, 
vomits or regurgitates within 15 minutes prior 
to the administration of the test, the result will 
be grossly inaccurate and inflated. Unlike the 
evidential chemical test, which will be dis¬ 
cussed below, there is no legal obligation, on 
the part of the driver, to take a PAS test unless 
it is administered after arrest. 

The final step in a DUI investigation is the 
evidential chemical test. Drivers are required 
to take this test under California's Implied 
Consent law. That means, if you are driving on 
California roads, you are implicitly consent¬ 
ing to chemical testing, if a law-enforcement 
officer has probable cause to believe you are 


DUI. If you refuse to take this test, you will be 
arrested for DUI, and if you are convicted, you 
will face much harsher penalties. 

The evidential chemical test involves a 
choice of breath or blood. There are a number 
of different brands of breath machines used 
in California, but all are vulnerable to numer¬ 
ous problems and none of them can be relied 
upon as accurate. For one thing, the computer 
in the Breathalyzer makes many assumptions. 

For example, it assumes the person being 
tested has "average" physiology and metabo¬ 
lism, when, in fact, physiology and metabolism 
vary greatly from individual to individual. 

Blood analysis is far more accurate, although 


other potential problems exist, such as fer¬ 
mentation or coagulation of the sample and 
lack of sterilization during the blood draw. 
However, the advantage of a blood sample is 
that a defendant is able to obtain a split of the 
sample for independent testing. 

While the above is a thumbnail sketch of a 
very complex and nuanced area of law, should 
you ever find yourself the subject of a DUI 
investigation, it may nonetheless be helpful to 
you. What will prove even more helpful is hir¬ 
ing an attorney to zealously defend your case.

A Foie Farewell 


Get Pascal Olhats’ legendary foie gras dinner (but skip the dessert) at Brasserie Pascal before it’s banned

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I had my first real piece of foie gras as 
everyone usually does: at a French res¬ 
taurant, seared and served with fruit to 
cut through the inherent richness. In cele¬ 
bration of one of those birthdays that ended 
in a zero, I paid a premium for it at the time. 

When I ate the first chunk, an immediate 
surge of euphoria washed over me, and I 
became a little light-headed. The quiver¬ 
ing piece of liver gave little resistance to 
my knife, yielding to the dull steel like no 
other substance on Earth—an object closer 
to liquid than solid. No other food, not 
even bacon, is closer to sex than foie gras. 
It’s a carnal kind of experience that you’ll 
remember either fondly or not-so-fondly 
for the rest of your life. Some of it is because 
of the flavor and texture, but mostly, it’s 
because you’re aware what you’re eat¬ 
ing carries with it a significant amount of 
controversy. You may be able to scarf down 
a burger without blinking, but you can’t 
consume foie gras without some measure of 
reflection, as well as maybe a tinge of guilt. 

Now, almost a decade later, I’m looking 
at a bread pudding topped with foie gras 
Chantilly cream, the third and final course 
in a foie gras prix fixe that Brasserie Pas¬ 
cal is offering. After the first forkful, I’ve 
decided I’ve had just about enough. It 
wasn’t that I was particularly full follow¬ 
ing the other two dishes, nor did I sud¬ 
denly turn vegan; it’s just that the dessert 
is, quite frankly, terrible. The blame lies 
entirely on the false but alarmingly com¬ 


mon assumption that foie gras is versatile. 
It is not an all-purpose ingredient. Like 
perfume, it’s better in small doses, and 
adding anything having to do with duck 
liver to this dessert was a very bad idea. 
Existing in a foamy cloud of unpleasant¬ 
ness, the cream dolloped on top didn’t 
have much of a flavor; it even looked 
unappetizing, with microscopic bits of 
liver suspended in the froth. And when 
it’s eaten it in concert with a vanilla-and- 
raspberry sauce, it begins to suck the 
life out of an otherwise-decent scoop of 
bread pudding, as though it were a nega¬ 
tively charged ion or one of those demen¬ 
tors from the Harry Potter movies. 

That a normally reasonable and capa¬ 
ble French chef such as Pascal Olhats is 
responsible for the dish is surprising, but 
perhaps it’s not entirely unexpected. The 
state is about to outlaw the delicacy with 
heavy fines for anyone producing, selling 
or serving foie gras after June 30. So in

the coming weeks, Olhats won’t be the 
first or last chef to capitalize on what’s 
about to become illegal. The controversy 
and constant press coverage guarantee 
that other chefs will offer their own last 
hurrahs. And with it, any sort of restraint 
goes out the window. If you think foie 
gras has been used in excess up to now, 
just you wait. You may have heard about 
LA’s new Umamicatessen injecting a foie 
gras mousse into jelly doughnuts. Or the 
$175 multicourse foie gras dinners that 
Ludo Lefebvre offered to sold-out houses 
amid the backdrop of animal-rights 
protestors. It’s a foie feeding frenzy out 
there, with some drawing parallels to the 
historic excesses of alcohol consumption 
right before Prohibition. 

No matter where you stand on the 
issue, whether you believe Greg Daniels 
of Haven Gastropub, who thinks that 
government should not dictate what we 
can and cannot eat, or you’re on the side 
of the activists who think gavage, the 
process of force-feeding birds to make 
foie gras, is the very definition of cruelty, 
you will be force-fed a lot of opinion to go 
along with your meal. 

It’s a foie feeding frenzy out 
there, with some drawing 
parallels to the historic excesses 
of alcohol consumption right 
before Prohibition. 


Daniels went to Sacramento as the 
leader of a group of chefs cleverly named 
the Coalition for Humane and Ethical 
Farming Standards (CHEFS) to take a 
stand against the law that was passed 
seven and a half years ago. He has also 
hosted a one-night-only $80 foie-gras 
prix-fixe orgy with Olhats, Yvon Goetz of 
the Winery, John Cuevas of the Crow Bar 
and Kitchen, and Ryan Carson of’Pri-ve, 
all contributing over-the-top dishes that 
weren’t just dinner, but rather an act of 
defiance. The animal-rights activists were 
there, too, as were the news vans. 

But Olhats is a veteran when it comes 
to foie gras protestors. He was long the 
target of PETA picket signs at his now- 
shuttered Traditions in Newport Beach. 
And way before anyone else in OC, he 
offered this $55, three-course foie gras 
blowout—a meal he intends to serve until 
the very last day it’s legal. It’s probably 
best to go a la carte on this one, though, 
if only to avoid that ill-conceived bread 
pudding. Heck, it may just be best to 
order the traditional foie appetizer and be 
done with it. It’s the only one you really 
need to try, if you haven’t already. The 
seared and caramelized foie—swimming 
in a skillet with reduced muscat wine, 
halved grapes, wilted leeks and grilled 
bread—is ideally paired with a glass of 
Sauternes, which will match the silkiness 
and underscore a dish that’s rustic, fully 
realized and time-tested. There are just 


two McNugget-sized morsels to enjoy, 
and that’s plenty. 

Take a pass on the scallop dish, which 
has foie gras inflecting a pan sauce in 
such undetectable bits that it might as 
well have not been there at all. The dis¬ 
traction couldn’t save the dish on the 
night I visited. The scallops were woe¬ 
fully overcooked, and the risotto puddles 
on which it sat tasted lifeless. The better 
main course was the tournedos Rossini, 
which featured a filet mignon topped 
with thin-sliced foie gras that it didn’t 
necessarily need either, but at least both 
proteins went well with the red-wine 
reduction, a syrupy concentrate that does 
the work of a thousand knives in cutting 
through the decadence. 


What disappointed me most about the 
meal wasn’t the food; it was the service. 

It has slipped precipitously since the last 
time I reviewed the restaurant. Our entire 
meal—an appetizer, two main courses and 
two desserts—took more than two hours 
to complete on a not-entirely busy night. 
Our order wasn’t taken until 20 minutes 
after we sat down; the food didn’t arrive 
for another 25 minutes after that. The 
bread pudding was completely forgotten 
until I gently reminded our server of it. 
Her reaction wasn’t an apology, but rather, 
“Oh, my gawd.” And when the check 
came, I was charged separately for that 
awful dessert when it should’ve been part 
of the prix fixe price. Our server blamed 
the computer for the error. The morning 


after, I exchanged notes with a co-worker 
who went to Brasserie Pascal two nights 
prior. His experience was similar (the 
servers forgot his souffle). 

As I reflect on that first bite of foie so 
many years ago, and now that the window 
for it is seemingly coming to a close, I realize 
I have it to thank for another first: the first 
time I logged a complaint with the manager.

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Chorizo With Amnesty 

Ochoa’s Chorizo is cottage-food industry done right 


E very couple of weeks, I get an urge to 
try the best damn tamales in South¬ 
ern California, moist, fluffy masa 
bricks wrapped in banana leaves, rubbed 
with mole negro and served the Oaxacan 
way. It’s the type of foodstuff that would 
spark a visit from Bourdain, that would 
obsess the crazy Yelp kids, that would cre¬ 
ate a small fortune for its makers and con¬ 
tentment for the rest of la naranja. 

But I can’t tell you where I buy this 
amazing tamale; it’s illegal. Nor can I tell 
you where my family buys miraculous 
chorizo or milky queso fresco; they’re 
also illegal. See, my family—as with so 
many Mexicans—gets a large chunk of its 
food from the cottage-food industry: from 
people who make food at home to sell to 
the public. Hipsters recently discovered 
this art, and Orange County is currently 
experiencing a renaissance of wondrous 
home-produced creations: desserts, jams, 
home-brewed beer and so much more... 
and it’s all illegal. 

California’s onerous food-production 
laws have stymied many aspiring foodmak- 
ers from starting a business from their 
homes (there is a proposed Assembly bill 
stuck in bureaucratic hell seeking to rem¬ 
edy this); everyone must look at spending 
at least tens of thousands of dollars just 
for the opportunity to be legal, so too few 
people make the jump from neighborhood 
vendor to legitimate business. 

One of the lucky few is Ochoa’s Chorizo 
in Santa Ana, a storefront plopped in the 
middle of the city’s industrial nothing¬ 
ness. The business is nothing new to the 
region—for the past 35 years, the barrios of 
south Santa Ana have consumed with glee 
the chorizo prepared by the Ochoa family, 
hand-cranked individually by the progeny 
of Aurora Ochoa. She’s well into her ahuel- 
ita years now, but a couple of years ago, her 
children decided to legitimize the family 
trade, found their current location, and 
bought professional equipment to boost 
production. And boy, have they: Whereas 
the family traditionally made around 500 
pounds of chorizo links per week, their 
current output is around 2,500 pounds per 
week—more than a ton. 


Hole in the Wall

Aurora and her husband still put in an 
honest day’s work in their golden years, 
but now the children and grandchildren 
prep the chorizo, mix it with their secret 
blend of spices, crank the mix into natu¬ 
ral casings and twist them into links, and 
keep them hanging off racks for custom¬ 
ers to buy, meters at a time. They sell 
different chorizos to suit every palate—a 
mild version, a spicier one with a furious 
kick, a chicken version, even soyrizo for 
those vegetarians who need the sausage’s 
charm. And each Ochoa chorizo is only 
about 10 percent fat—it’s a lean cabron, 
one that allows the pork and spices to 
come through, that lets the grease lurk 
in the background, never overwhelming 
the party in your mouth that everyone’s 
invited to. 

But Ochoca’s fame has spread largely 
on the strength of its chorizo verde, links 
as green as a healthy lawn, one of the few 
places in Southern California to sell this 
speciality. Made from jalapenos, the cho¬ 
rizo is initially light on the palate, seem¬ 
ingly a bunch of hype... and then the 
heat creeps in, a refreshing one per the 
jalapeno’s sear. 

Ochoa’s has slowly introduced other 
foodstuffs over the past year—an awesome 
beef jerky, for one. And the family wants 
to sell the chorizo to supermarkets—but 
again, those damn California (and Orange 
County, for that matter) health-code regu¬ 
lations. Spend this summer feasting on 
Ochoa’s chorizo, as well as the treasures 
sold out of homes, but come fall—whether 
you’re Democrat or Republican, a sup¬ 
porter of Romney, Obama, Paul or even 
batty L 5 mdon LaRouche—let’s all drop our 
political differences and fight for a Cali¬ 
fornia cottage-food bill. Car-trunk tamale 
lovers of the world, unite!

and licking the plate clean. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Alcohol. I learned to cook from a fine alco¬ 
holic chef. [Editor's Note: He meant this in 
the most positive way, meaning the chef was 
always incorporating wine and alcohol in the 
food^ Sometimes a dash of the right liquor 
or wine can really deepen and enhance 
flavors. Take a swig, then pour some in! For 
example, we’d take a classic chocolate-chip- 
cookie recipe, and pour half a bottle of Jack 
Daniels in it. The alcohol would bake off, 
but you’d still get the flavor. It would also 
bring out the chocolate. 

When did you join Itriya? 

I started early last November. I had just 
left the SLS Hotel and began working at 
Itriya the day after. 

What have you changed since you got here? 
Where do I begin? I hope to say the place 
is a night-and-day difference from before I 
came here until now. I replaced the whole 
kitchen staff with cooks who were hungry 
and passionate to learn. It took awhile to 
find the right people and instill in them 
the type of discipline and standards taught 
to me by the amazing chefs I worked with. 
Recipes are constantly being reviewed 
and updated. How many people can say 
they sous vide skirt steaks and chicken? 

I’m all about flavor. I’m not about the 
cheap, grated Parmesan; I love nice, qual¬ 
ity Parmesan wheels, freshly grated or 
microplaned. I’m infusing smoked mozza¬ 
rella and Parmesan rinds in my Bolognese 
sauce. I’m taking everything I learned up 
to now, and little by little, I’m reflecting 
that in the menu. It’s a constant struggle to 
improve and not be content with medioc¬ 
rity. I will constantly read, study, improve 
and experiment to improve myself, my 
food and the restaurant. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

I’ve been here too little time to even 
have the courage to answer that. I work 
15-hour days, seven days a week. Please 
tell me what’s open past 11 p.m. that’s not 
a fast-food chain. 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 

I love my In-N-Out, but I have to sheep¬ 
ishly admit, you will once in a while catch 
me guiltily going through the drive-thru 
at a Yoshinoya. There’s something about 
the beef bowl and some Sriracha that I 
find myself craving occasionally. 

What is your beverage of choice, and where 
do you get it? 

Maker’s Mark and Mexican Coke. Wait, is 
that even a beverage? If you see me drink¬ 
ing Coke at work or anywhere else, now 
you know what I’m drinking. I hope my 
boss doesn’t read this. 

Where do you grocery shop (for yourself 
not the cafe)? 

I love going out to Santa Monica farmers’ 
market on Wednesdays. You see so many 
famous chefs, aspiring cooks and just a lot of 
people who share the same passion for good 
food and fresh products. Cherry tomatoes 
never tasted sweeter, strawberries are like

candy, and where else do you find Romanes- 
cos and other distinct seasonal produce? 
When do you start and end a typical day? 

I am at the kitchen by 9 with my morning 
team, blasting music and prepping for the 
day. It’s a full crank for lunch, and in my 
downtime, I usually try to catch up on 
food trends, blogs and magazines. Then I 
work with my night crew for the happy- 
hour-and-dinner shift, usually ending at 
10 or 11. Then, I’m off to the gym for a 
couple of hours. It’s vicious, but I enjoy 
what I do and it’s part of the industry. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Tacos and burritos. It’s an LA thing. I’ve 
grown so partial to Mexican cuisine that I 
can’t go a couple of days without my taco 
fix. You name it: al pastor, buche, tripa, 
huaraches and everything else on the 
menu. I’m dedicated to the point I drive 
to LA after work to grab a couple of tacos 
and a burrito. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

La Vista Hermosa Taqueria in downtown 
LA. The chef is awesome. With authentic 
Mexican recipes and a fine-dining experi¬ 
ence working alongside chefs from Spago 
and Ortolan, this guy is good. Al pastor 
with handmade tortillas, al pastor that 
clean in flavor—not too sweet or greasy— 
are the best in town I’ve found so far. I’m 
sure many will defend their favorite taco 
joints to be the best, but this is my spot. 
Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Recipes are great and all, but it’s more 
important to have fun. Some of the best 
dishes in history are created from pure mis¬ 
takes or just fooling around in the kitchen. 
How’s your happy hour? What can I get? 
Our happy hour includes any two beers 
for $5 and a glass of any wine for $3. Who 
cares about anything else? That in itself 
should be enticing enough. We also serve 
our a la carte menu and our flatbreads for 
half-price. Try the buttermilk-marinated 


calamari with pickled onions and five- 
herb tartar sauce or our popular mari¬ 
nated Korean rib-eye flatbread. 

So the concept ofitriya ... It’s different. 
Yes, it is. Doesn’t it make things a lot more 
interesting when you have an innova¬ 
tive concept, when you’re not defined by 
just a single type of cuisine, but rather a 
fusion of different ethnicities? Pasta is 
not just Italian anymore, but translated 
by different ethnicities. And this is what 
I want to try to replicate. Itriya is about 
Italian Asian fusion, serving spaghetti 
from classic Italian sauces to Japanese, 
Korean, you name it! We plan to add more 
in the near future. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

I’ve had many things, but raw beef liver 
with sea salt and sesame oil was some¬ 
thing I tried and liked as a kid. Many par¬ 
ents thought I was weird to ask for raw 
liver from time to time. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
So many places, but I love Robata Jinya, 
Park’s Korean BBQ, Yen Sushi and Sake Bar, 
BLD, Red Medicine... and the list goes on. 

I know you mentioned a pop-up ... 

Yes, it’s my first pop-up; I will be doing it 
with my favorite sous chef. We are look¬ 
ing to do it sometime in June or early 
July. I want to use this opportunity to 
re-define if Itriya were to do fine dining, 
this is what we would be capable of. I’m 
curious to see the reaction of the custom¬ 
ers and see how far my experiences in dif¬ 
ferent restaurants can take me. 

You’re making breakfast. What are 
you having? 

A latte, five-hour energy drink and some soft 
poached eggs—a breakfast of the champions. 
Weirdest customer request: 

It wasn’t so weird, but it did irk me. I was 
the sous chef at Gonpachi of Beverly Hills 
at the time, and someone ordered an o-toro 
sashimi. The customer requested we torch 
the living hell out of it. For me, that was like 
asking for a well-done Kobe steak. It’s fine, 
but... it does bring a small tear to my eye.

Serves one. 

SOUS VIDE CHICKEN INTRODUCTION 

I'm aware most people won't have a sous 
vide machine at home. Fear not. There are 
many simple hacks to achieve the same 
results, in which a simple search on Google 
should provide adequate answers. This tech¬ 
nique I'm sharing is simple and easy to do, it 
just takes a little time and consideration. 

NECESSARY EQUIPMENT 

A small beer cooler 
A zip-lock bag (big enough to hold the 
chicken breast) 

Thermometer 

SOUS VIDE CHICKEN INGREDIENTS 

2 6- to 8-ounce chicken breasts 

1/4 teaspoon celery salt 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

Pinch of pepper 

1 basil leaf 

1 garlic clove, peeled 

1/2 teaspoon olive oil 

SOUS VIDE DIRECTIONS 

1. Lay the chicken breast flat on a plate and 
season generously with the celery salt, salt 
and pepper. The key to seasoning evenly is 
to sprinkle from as high up as possible. 

2. Cut the garlic into thin slivers, then lay a 
sliver of garlic and basil on the middle of the 
top of the breast. Drizzle a bit of olive oil over 
each breast. Carefully place the breasts into a 
zip-lock bag and seal from one end to the other, 
leaving about a centimeter at the end open. 

3. Now place that zip-lock bag into a con¬ 
tainer of ice water with the opening barely 
above the surface of the water. This will 
push the air out of the bag from the small 
opening. Carefully push the bag down and 
seal it before the water flows into the open¬ 
ing. It won't be perfect, but most of the air 
should be out of the bag. 

4. Depending on the size of the beer cooler, 
you will need enough water to fill up most of 
the cooler. Place a pot of water over medium 
flame and heat until it reaches 150 degrees. 
Pour this water into the beer cooler and 
drop the zip-locked chicken breast in. Check 
the temperature. You want an optimum 
temperature of 140 to 145 degrees. If it is too 
cold, add some boiling water to bring up the 


water to the right temperature. 

5. Now close the beer cooler; it will sit in the 
water for a minimum of an hour and 35 minutes. 
Check the temperature of the water every so 
often and add more boiling water as it cools, but 
the cooler does a great job in insulating heat. 

6. After an hour and 30 minutes, take out 
the chicken breast. It should be cooked all 
the way through. It would be ideal to briefly 
mark the chicken with grill marks on a hot 
grill or a nice sear in a hot pan for a minute 
or two, if only to give it a beautiful color, but 
the breast should retain plenty of flavor and 
be moist throughout. 

ALFREDO SAUCE INGREDIENTS 

1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 tablespoon garlic, minced 
1 quart half and half 
0.8 ounces all-purpose flour 
0.8 ounces butter 
0.75 ounces chicken base 
Parmesan cheese to taste 
Cheese scraps 

ALFREDO SAUCE DIRECTIONS 

1. Make the roux by heating a saute pan and 
adding the butter and the flour. As the butter 
melts, whisk in the flour, creating a paste. 
Cook on medium heat, mixing and stirring 
constantly, until the roux becomes a light- 
blond color. 

2. In a small stock pot, add the oil and garlic 
and cook on medium heat until the garlic 
becomes fragrant (approximately two minutes). 

3. Add the half and half and chicken base 
(we use chicken stock, but chicken base is 
an acceptable substitute for home use). 

4. When the half and half comes to a simmer, 
whisk in the roux. It is important to whisk 
thoroughly as to make sure the bottom of the 
pan doesn't burn and the roux is incorpo¬ 
rated well into the cream. 

5. Let it simmer until the sauce thickens to a 
desired consistency. 

6. From here it's all about personalization. 

We use high-quality Parmesan rinds from 
our Parmesan wheels to instill umami and 
the fragrance of cheese. We also use the 
skin from smoked mozzarella for a hint of 
smoky fragrance. At home, feel free to add 
however much Parmesan cheese and any 
other cheeses you see fit. Cooking is about 
customization and experimentation. 

7. Serve with your favorite cooked pasta and 
add the chicken breast on top.

Forget Indio, and head to Baja’s stretch of the Colorado 
River for the best Medjool dates around

E ast of Mexicali, in the last stretches 
of Baja California before it runs into 
Arizona and Sonora, it gets so hot 
that nothing stirs during the afternoon 
heat. Siesta here is not some twee nod to 
times past; it’s a survival mechanism in 
a place where the temperature hits 120 
degrees Fahrenheit in July. That any food 
is produced here—that anything could be 
coerced to grow here—is a testament to 
the ingenuity of the residents. 

State Highway 2—not the fancy toll road, 
but a regular state highway—east of Mexi¬ 
cali, south of the border city of Los Algodo- 
nes, sweeps through increasingly beige and 
inhospitable landscapes, but just before 
the road swoops south to meet its federal 
counterpart near the Sonora border town 
of San Luis Rio Colorado, the landscape 
erupts into palm trees planted in straight 
rows. This is no desert-borne hallucination; 
this is Datilera Rio Colorado, the largest 
date farm in Baja California. Hundreds— 
thousands, seemingly—of date palms 
crouch low to the ground, trimmed to be 
a reasonable height while still remaining 
productive. The trees are kept watered by 
the Colorado River, or at least what’s left of 
it once it has been siphoned off to within 
an inch of its existence by the increasingly 
thirsty residents of Southern California. 

White, knit-polyester bags hanging from 
the palms in season lend a slightly surreal 
effect, but they keep the birds and the wind 
from stealing the dates. At the margins of the 
day, workers collect the fruit to be candied, 
coated or put into boxes as-is and shipped 


to not one, but two hungry countries. 

ALL PALM TREES PRODUCE DATES, 

but the Medjool date is the most coveted 
of them all and the pride and joy of the 
Mexican Northwest. These beautiful 
dates retain a pleasing moisture even 
after drying, and they are large enough to 
be split in half and stuffed with almonds; 
two—okay, maybe three—of the sticky 
fruits rolled in coconut are enough des¬ 
sert for the hungriest adult. Most of 
the dates produced at Rio Colorado are 
packed into flattish boxes that have been 
split diagonally into two compartments 
for extra structural support. A 5-kilogram 
(or 11-pound) box costs $40, prices that 
are less than half the cost of dates from 
Indio or Twentynine Palms.. 

Ajar of Datilera Rio Colorado’s mer- 
melada de datiles—^French-style date 
preserves—may be the sweetest substance 
on earth, far sweeter than any agave syrup 
ever fetishized by some aging Laguna 
Beach hippie, sweeter even than those 
colored packets of fake sugar that have 
taken over coffee shops from here to San 
Jose del Cabo. It is almost too sweet to 
eat by itself on bread. A small spoonful 
rescues a smoothie made from slightly 
out-of-season fruit; whipped into cream, 
it lends an earthy, almost gritty flavor to 
creme Chantilly.

Corn Chowder at California Fish Kitchen 


Y OU should already be quite famil¬ 
iar with California Fish Grill, the 
largely local seafood chain that 
has spawned a lot of copycats desper¬ 
ately trying to replicate its formula of 
reasonably priced fish meals with rice or 
French fries. That many of its imitators 
have failed is a testament that the original 
still produces one of the best-prepared 
seafood deals in the county. The food 
has been dependably consistent over 
the years, even as its salsa and coleslaw 
remained inexplicably bitter and odd¬ 
tasting, respectively. 

Every once in a while, the chain puts 
out specials I wish were permanent. The 
one to get right now is the corn chow¬ 
der, which I saw being ladled into two 
sizes of bowls at the Irvine store. The 
orange-tinged brew is not unlike the clam 
chowder, except it’s seafood-free (grilled 
shrimp can be added for a nominal fee) 
and has a deeper, slightly spicier flavor 
in its milky-thick soup. What it lacks in 
protein it makes up for in fire-roasted bits 
of corn, whose char can be seen in the

generous amount of kernels suspended 
in the liquid. It is not obvious whether 
the restaurant makes it in-house or if it’s 
from a supplier, but who cares when it’s 
this good?

T he fastest way to lose credibility with a 
tried-and-true beer geek is to admit to 
liking those overcarbonated, hop-flavored 
sodas masquerading as beer that are mass- 
produced in Mexico. Corona, Tecate, Paci- 
fico and the like are pretty much universally 
panned by the beer-noscenti, and they'll stop 
paying attention to you if you admit an occa¬ 
sional fondness for a cubeta. 

What happens, though, if the fizzy beer 
is made by a local craft brewery? Does that 
give it the Beer Hipster Stamp of Approval? 
Bootlegger's Brewery did it, releasing it on 
Cinco de Mayo, calling it Chango ("mon¬ 
key" in Spanish). This leads to conflicting 
emotions: It's made in Fullerton! But it's 
fizzy! It's actually really good! But it's FIZZY! 

THE DRINK 

Fortunately, most people aren't as conflicted; 
an unscientific survey showed that at least 
one out of every four pints poured during a 
visit last week was Chango—and for good 
reason. It's kind of Tecate's big brother, with 
a slightly fruity, sort of Hefeweizen-y slant to 
replace the sour aftertaste that passes for 
flavor in canned Tecate. It's relatively low in 
alcohol, which makes it great for hot, lazy 



summer days; you can drink it all afternoon 
and still manage to stand up to go to dinner. 

The lime, however, is unnecessary and 
not available at the tasting room; you'll 
have to drink your Chango straight. From a 
May 18 Stick a Fork In It post.

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The Many Stars State 

Four Tex-Mex food specialties that should go 
nationwide—or at least to California

F rom chili to the combo plate, fajitas 
to tacos al carbon, the frozen-mar- 
garita machine to nachos, Texas has 
long dominated the national conversation 
on Mexican food in this country. But that’s 
now irretrievably changed, as California’s 
onslaught of regional Mexican, Korean 
tacos. Mission burritos (via Chipotle) and 
other troops has overtaken Tex-Mex and 
left it eating Pecos dust (read the full argu¬ 
ment in my Taco USA: How Mexican Food 
Conquered America). 

That’s not to say Tex-Mex is completely 
dead. The state can still be strip-mined for 
its many regional specialties that have yet 
to penetrate the American market. Having 
just returned from the heart of Texas— 
Austin and San Antonio—I was reminded 
not only of their jewels, but also of how 
few people outside the state have tasted 
them, let alone know about them. Behold 
five of them. And Texans, I know there are 
many more I didn’t mention, from barba- 
coa to came deshebrada (or guisada), but 
we can’t all be like ustedes, you know? 



4. EL PASO-STYLE BURRITOS 

I just discovered these last month at a 
stand in El Paso strangely called the Real 
Burrit-0. While Chico’s Tacos are neces¬ 
sary food for anyone who passes through 
El Paso, these are more exportable, as you 
don’t have to explain to the country what 
a burrito is, as opposed to rolled tacos 
covered in cheese and drowned in tomato 
salsa. El Paso burritos are really Juarez 
burritos, which are beautiful, spartan 
things: not too big, stuffed not with beans 
and rice and a grilled meat, but usu¬ 
ally any number of guisados (or, turkey 
tail tinted crimson—fatty and brilliant). 
Another big reason why they’re so deli¬ 
cious is because Texas features ... 

3. EDIBLE FLOUR TORTILLAS 

There’s some guy who always asks why 


we don’t review flour tortillas in our 
online Tortilla Tuesday column, and 
the answer is simple: California’s flour 
tortillas are uniformly vile, cardboard 
imposters that are victims of the GRUMA 
cartel. That’s not the case in Texas, where 
flour and corn are equals on the Mexican 
breakfast table, with the flour versions 
upstaging their corn cousins in artistry: 
as small as the palm of your hand, or as 
long as a forearm; buttery, crispy, thin, 
thick, all of it. Unfortunately, the United 
States has sided with California for its 
flour tortillas (with the exceptions of Ari¬ 
zona, New Mexico and parts of Colorado) 
instead of Texas on this one. 

2. PUFFYTACOS 

This is Tex-Mex personified, at its most 
excessive and wonderful: crunchy and 
greasy and cheesy and gargantuan. They’re 
like biting into a fried cloud, with a torrent 
of juices coming from the oil and came 
guisada that traditionally comes with it. 

We Californians are lucky—the first family 
of the puffy taco, the Lopezes (the people 
behind the legendary rivals Henry’s Puffy 
Taco and Ray’s Drive-In—don’t ask why 
they’re at war), have a branch at Arturo 
Puffy Taco in Whittier. But the rest of the 
country must suffer, with only the occa¬ 
sional expat or usurper placing them on 
their menus, to the roar of Texans and the 
bewilderment of everyone else. 



1. BREAKFASTTACOS 

Nothing better exemplifies the unreach¬ 
able divide between Texas and California 
than what we eat for breakfast: tacos, 
or burritos. Californians: Those crazy 
Texans enjoy their Mexican breakfast 
best with tacos. Made from flour tortillas. 
And they’re small. And they’re wonder¬ 
ful. Texans: We crazy Californians enjoy 
our Mexican breakfast best with burritos. 
Made from flour tortillas that are huge. 
And they’re wonderful. But whenever 
I tell my Tejano friends about breakfast 
burritos, they laugh. Loudly. And when 
I tell my Cali friends about breakfast 
tacos, they laugh. Loudly. We can learn 
from one another, folks—hell, both of us 
shared college-haseh all coaching legend 
Augie Garrido.

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Finger-Lickin’ Chicken 

Ten great dishes in Orange County (and Long Beach) that star America’s favorite poultry

T here are a lot of chicken dishes out 
there, and I have only 10 slots on 
this list. So I picked my faves using 
my own unscientific criteria of what 
constitutes a chicken dish, ruling out 
ones in which the clucker wasn’t the star. 
What remains are dishes in which I felt 
America’s favorite poultry got top billing. 

I did mix in different kinds of prep: There 
are a few pan-seared birds, a few rotis- 
serie ones and a whole mess of deep-fried 
chickens—because, let’s face it, some of 
the best chickens are deep-fried. 

AT LAST CAFE'S BRICK CHICKEN 

The Brick Chicken is the apotheosis of what 
At Last Cafe is all about: Take a simple dish, 
charge a fair value, do it better than anyone 
else. For this poultry masterpiece, chef 
John McLaughlin meticulously debones a 
half-chicken; cooks it under the weight of a 
brick; and serves it with smashed potatoes, 
veggies and pan gravy made from the drip¬ 
pings. The result? A chicken dinner that is 
one of the best I’ve ever had: crispy, mahog¬ 
any skin reminiscent of the best Armenian 
rotisserie hen and meat so juicy it bursts.

QUAN HY'S XOI GA 

Xoi ga is sticky rice with chicken, a Viet¬ 
namese street dish that, if I wanted to 
oversimplify, closely mirrors Hainan 
chicken—boiled or steamed hen, usually 
presented shredded or cut into pieces 
over steamed sticky sweet rice. But what 
Quan Hy serves as xoi ga is not this. The 
chicken isn’t so much “shredded” as it is 
compressed and fried—fried to be one of 
the most delectable, succulent pieces of 
poultry I’ve had. In its uniform flatness 
is a shape as sleek as an iPhone, with an 
entire, intact chicken thigh squeezed into a 
compact frame. An aromatic marinade that 
tastes similar to ga chien, used on tradi¬ 
tional Vietnamese fried chicken, is seeped 
through the meat, which is well-cooked, 
crisped to dark-brown on the edges 
exposed to oil, and moist ever 5 rwhere 
else. The rendered skin crackles, with 
slits that resemble gills at strategic loca¬ 
tions on the patty so that it stays attached 
during cooking. Then there’s the sweet 
rice, a reinterpretation that has the sticky 
starch formed into rectangular spears and 
deep-fried. The eyes expect either a tater 
tot or a French-toast stick, but the mouth 
experiences something even better: an 
oily. Rice Krispy-like crunch leading to a 
soft, rice-pudding-like center. You dip it in 
the accompanying sweetened soy sauce, 
which it absorbs like a sponge. 9727Bolsa

PIZZA AND CHICKEN LOVE LETTER'S 
CRISPY FRIED CHICKEN 

The “Crispy Fried Chicken” here wears a 
crust more akin to batter than breading. 



But even at Pizza and Chicken Love Let¬ 
ter, the bird exhibits the common link to 
all Korean-style fried chicken: a skin thor¬ 
oughly rendered of fat to become wisps, 
often thoroughly absorbed and fused into 
the batter. The flavor is concentrated with 
a light touch of soy sauce, but the meat 
tastes of pure poultry-ness. Like its com¬ 
petitor across the parking lot at Irvine’s 
Diamond Jamboree, BBQ Chicken, Love 
Letter does not seem to brine its birds, let¬ 
ting the meat become the platform upon 
which the flavored crust and pickles build. 
The chickens are cooked well and juicy, 
even the white meat. The breast pieces are 


cut into smaller segments so that no one 
person hogs it all... which is not to say it 
won’t happen. 2600 Alton Pkwy., Irvine, 
(949) 852-2900. 

DA LUAU'S ISLAND CHICKEN 

There are the lunch-plate purveyors, 
with their workaday meals sold at a 
pittance. And there’s Roy Yamaguchi’s 
empire, representing the romantic vision 
of island cuisine, what a mainlander 
might think of when daydreaming about 
Hawaii—quasi-Asian resort meals served 
by hula girls or shirtless guys who eat 
fire. But somewhere in the comfy middle 


lies Da Luau in Irvine, serving food that 
contributes to a fuller picture of the real 
food of Hawaii. The raw, cubed-fish dish 
called poke, for instance, is spot-on: free 
of gristle, just the right amount of sea 
salt to make each piece coolly luscious 
to eat with rice, even if it’s served with 
superfluous pieces of lettuce as garnish. 
There’s meat jun, thinly sliced shoyu- 
marinated beef dipped in beaten egg and 
fried on a griddle. Then there’s the island 
chicken, which might be better known to 
the kama'aina as mochiko chicken, fried 
nuggets of hen deeply seeped of sho}^ 
and sugar and coated in a barely there 
batter of rice flour. It has similarities to 
Japanese chicken karaage, but it’s much 
sweeter, much more playful, something 
you eat out of a lunchwagon with rice 
before you go off to swim and frolic in the 
sand.

ZANKOU CHICKEN'S 
ROTISSERIE CHICKEN 

At Zankou, you see the twirling birds 
constantly being basted by the dripping 
juices of those that rotate above it. And 
since turnover at Zankou is as continual 
as at a train depot, the chicken is always 
hot, always fresh. The skin, of course, is 
the best part—so well-rendered it flakes 
off by itself in crispy sheets, as if it were 
trying to shed. The flavor of the skin is of 
chicken concentrated, but you taste the 
powdered spices that season the bird. It’s 
like a salty poultry chip with a slightly 
bitter, burnt-herb finish. And the chicken 
itself? Well, let’s put it this way: Pull on 
the leg bone, and the thing slides off clean, 
leaving the meat behind, steaming and still 
fuming. Forget about the breast, though, 
as it seems to be dry. The dark meat is 
the money meat here—moist, juicy, full of 
chicken-y flavor, ready to slathered in the 
house garlic paste, and then tucked into 
pita bread.

INKA GRILL'S ROTISSERIE CHICKEN 

You notice the wood-fire aroma the 
moment you walk into Inka Grill in Costa 
Mesa. It’s a campfire kind of smell, the 
sweet scent of carbon feeding the flames 
that crackle at the back of an open-ended 
rotisserie oven. You realize the smoki¬ 
ness is going to stick with you—on your 
clothes, in your hair—but you don’t mind. 
If it does this to you, think of what it’s 
doing to the chicken you are about to eat! 
In front of this primitive, smoldering heat 
source, whole birds spin—or tumble, actu¬ 
ally—on what amounts to a poultry Ferris 
wheel. A little fat occasionally drips off, 
resulting in small flare-ups. But mostly 
on this carnival ride to deep-brown deli¬ 
ciousness, they roast and rotate, slowly 
basting themselves with their own melted

subcutaneous fat. And it’s the skin you 
encounter first. With its lipid reserves 
thoroughly rendered out, it rustles like 
burnt paper when you take your knife to 
it. In its dark mahogany depths lurks con¬ 
centrated flavor. There’s definitely cumin, 
a staple of Peruvian cooking, and perhaps 
garlic. But what else? You can’t say for 
sure. Whatever it is, it’s a magic rub that 
enters deep into the meat—which is so 
juicy from tail to sternum you can barely 
tell the dark from the white.

HUNGRY BEAR'S FRIED CHICKEN 

A serving of fried chicken at Hungry 
Bear comes with half the bird disas¬ 
sembled into four parts (wing, thigh, 
breast and drumstick). Each piece is 
dusted with nothing more than flour and 
deep-fried with precision. The result is 
glorious and greaseless. Without a heavy 
batter insulating it from the oil, the skin 
transforms into an unbelievably crunchy, 
chicken-flavored, kettle-cooked chip.

Every dish at Thai Nakorn, our county’s 
preeminent Thai restaurant, is great, but 
the chicken curry is greater than great. 
Slicked with red oil that’s akin to a liquid 
frosting for the first few millimeters, the 
bowl contains the flavors and richness 
of spices, coconut and, most important, 
chicken that has been simmering in it 
for hours. Any longer, and it would dis¬ 
integrate into the liquid; any shorter, it 
wouldn’t be so fiavorful. Most of all, it’s 
the stuff to have with plenty of hot rice.

But if you think it’s 
some froufrou deconstruction of a classic, 
you’d be wrong. Memphis’ fried-chicken 
plate might just make a displaced South¬ 
erner weep from his meemaw.

A study of balance and excess, it starts 
with a flattened, boneless breast covered 
with a shimmering, crispy, flaky, golden 
chainmail of breading—what I consider 
the “original” original recipe. About the 
only bone you’ll encounter is in the wing 
drumlet, which is attached as an extra 
treat to nibble on for dessert. Though 
there is no dark meat here, every well- 
cooked molecule of it is moist and juicy. 
The flavor is slightly tangy from an over¬ 
night soak in buttermilk. Then, beneath 
the swooping shadow of the golden-fried 
breast, there are the sides that complete 
the dish: a scoop of rustic mashed potato 
as starch; a heap of pot-stewed mustard 
greens as a bitter counterbalance; and a 
lighter, more refined version of country 
gravy to slather over everything.

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Once More With Feeling 

Young love, Wes Anderson-style, in Moonrise Kingdom

I t’s 1965, the rainy end of summer on 
the rocky coast of a fictional New Eng¬ 
land isle. Twelve-year-old Sam (Jared 
Gilman), a scrawny, bespectacled outcast 
with an unusual aptitude for cartography, 
disappears from the Khaki Scout camp, 
absconding with a couple of bedrolls and 
an air rifle, leaving behind a “resigna¬ 
tion” letter for scoutmaster Randy Ward 
(Edward Norton) to find. Suzy Bishop 
(Kara Hayward)—a just-pubescent bad 
seed straddling the line between inno¬ 
cence and sexual precocity in a minidress 
paired with kneesocks and “Sunday- 
school shoes” —disappears from her 
dollhouse-like home, her self-absorbed, 
distracted lawyer parents Laura (Frances 
McDormand) and Walt (Bill Murray) 
initially none the wiser. Soon enough, the 
law of the island. Captain Sharp (Bruce 
Willis), knocks on Laura and Walt’s door 
while making the rounds in search of 
Sam, and Laura finds a box of “intimate” 
correspondence between the two kids— 
who met once, the summer before—sug¬ 
gesting they have run away together. 
Aided by what remains of Ward’s troop 
(“It’s a chance to do some first-class 
scouting!”), the grown-ups mobilize to 
find the fugitive young lovers and bring 
them back to safety—thereby wrecking 
Sam and Suzy’s thrilling, romantic idyll. 

Shot on Super 16mm, the visible grain 
giving each image a wonderfully tactile 


depth and life, Wes Anderson’s Moonrise 
Kingdom is, in a lot of ways, the ur-Wes 
Anderson film. The director, who co-wrote 
the script with his Darjeeling Limited col¬ 
laborator Roman Coppola, leaves his usual 
stylistic fingerprints—horizontal pans 
across the just-so tableau; the casting of 
Murray and Jason Schwartzman as a kind 


of know-it-all fixer (but not, noticeably, 
Owen Wilson, who has participated in 
every previous Anderson film); the her¬ 
metic world defined by its highly specific, 
often-too-perfect design. But it’s also his 
most fully realized work: The tics that 
have sometimes distanced viewers from 
real emotions in his previous films (partic¬ 
ularly, the fetishizing of analogue objects 
and characters who greet the world in 
costume, props in hand) are here much 
more integrated into the fabric of the film’s 
period construction and its story. And the 
newcomers to Anderson’s kingdom—Nor¬ 
ton (a failed Marvel muscleman, having 


been replaced as the Hulk by Mark Buf¬ 
falo) and Willis (whose increasingly appar¬ 
ent age complicates his invincible badass 
persona)—are each given a chance to prove 
themselves as heroes in surprising ways. 

Within Anderson’s filmography. The Life 
Aquatic With Steve Zissou might be the 
most direct precursor to Moonrise, in that 


both are essentially adventures—elabo¬ 
rate, larger-than-life movie-movies—and 
both are punctured by violence, with real 
consequences that seem shocking within 
the playful spaces Anderson meticu¬ 
lously creates. But Moonrise’s story more 
directly references young-adult fantasy 
fiction, both the explicitly magical variety 
and the more earthbound strain featur¬ 
ing ordinary kids who manage to pull off 
extraordinary plots in an effort to shake 
off the constraints of a mundane life. The 
escape Sam engineers for the pair, mak¬ 
ing full use of his Khaki Scout survivalist 
training, is dangerous and crazy, but it’s 


also a way for the boy—an orphan who is 
on the verge of being dumped by his foster 
family—to exercise control and to show off 
his underappreciated talents to a receptive 
audience. Suzy doesn’t have it so bad at 
home, but she’s beautiful, angry for no spe¬ 
cific reason, and bored, so Sam’s flattering 
gaze gives her something she isn’t getting, 
probably didn’t know she needed, and now 
won’t easily be able to live without. 

Rated PC-13, Moonrise Kingdom takes 
the form of old-fashioned preteen lit¬ 
erature, but, as everything made by Wes 
Anderson, does so knowingly. Set against 
a devastating storm, the outcome of the 
film’s gorgeously CGI-enhanced climactic 
adventure emphasizes both the ephem- 
erality of preteen feelings and the ways 
in which our inability to go back and 
relive a cherished moment fossilizes it in 
memory. Its portrait of young love is both 
mature and defiantly utopian. 

Suzy and Sam’s steadfast romanticism is 
a form of resistance, which is thrown into 
relief by the quiet despair of the adults 
in their lives. Lonely, even—or particu¬ 
larly—when not alone, the parents and 
authority figures in Moonrise have long 
ago given up on the possibility of transfor¬ 
mative romance or love as salvation. Their 
melancholy situates Moonrise’s fantasy 
in reality—which only makes the film’s 
swooning re-creation of Sam and Suzy’s 
foolish, first-time, future-blind leaps into 
the unknown all the more exhilarating.

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Bummer of ’69 

Men In Black goes back in time, but you still get to pay the 2012 price

C an any one of the millions of 

Americans who saw Men In Black 
2 in 2002 describe its plot today? 

A single scene? I saw both MIB movies 
upon their original releases and have as 
little memory of the experience as if I’d 
been mind-wiped with one of those “neu- 
ralyzing” flash sticks that Will Smith and 
Tommy Lee Jones use to give amnesia to 
witnesses of supernormal incidents. 

The modern science of the franchise 
depends, though, on the public having a 
short memory, waiting for the moment 
when ’02’s ‘T paid $7 for that?” fades to 
indifference, and then receptivity, if not 
nostalgia. Hence Men In Black 3, which 
reunites the series stars with director Barry 
Sonnenfeld, who, beginning with 1991’s 
TheAddams Family, made his fortune on 
special-effects comedies that could be syn- 
opsized and cross-promoted on the side of 
a 44-ounce fountain drink. 

If you opt to rent the 3-D glasses. Men 
In Black 3 will be $14; the product has not, 
otherwise, changed significantly. Ten years 
later. Agent J (Smith) and Agent K (Jones) 
have retained their affable younger black 
guy/tight-assed older white guy repartee. 
While J is nagging the emotionally con¬ 
stipated K to be more forthcoming about 
his past, Boris “The Animal” (Jemaine 
Clement), an intergalactic hellion whom 
K collared and crippled in 1969, is busy 


busting out of lunar prison. Boris is seeking 
not only revenge on K, but also a complete 
do-over of the intervening 40 years, dur¬ 
ing which his entire belligerent race was 
driven to extinction. Boris plans to effect 
this massive mulligan by traveling back in 
time to assassinate a young K. To prevent 
this, J has to preventatively travel to ’69 
himself, where he partners with a young 
K (Josh Brolin, not younger enough, but 
doing a fair impersonation of Jones) and 


hustles against time to hunt down Boris. 

Is this the ’80s or 2012? It’s all quite Back 
to the Future, down to the involvement of 
Steven Spielberg’s Amblin Entertainment 
and a soundtrack theme song titled “Back 
In Time,” with Miami rapper Pitbull replac¬ 
ing Huey Lewis and the News. The time- 
travel gimmick has at least the potential 
to be something more than a Hail Mary to 
save a tired property here, though, as there 
has always been a touch of retro-futurism

about the MIB movies: Jones’ starchy, 
old-school Joe Friday-like formality; the 
overtones of “Great Society” bureaucracy in 
the MIB Agency; even the first film’s climax 
at the ’64 World’s Fair Unisphere, with all 
of its dated Tomorrowland implications. 
Practically none of that comes to play in 
the third MIB. The new-old ’60s gadgetry— 
gyroscopic motorcycles, the jet packs we 
were promised, primitive models of famil¬ 
iar MIB gear—is rendered in the familiar, 
circa-1997, surgical-stainless-steel design 
template. As for the time-travel culture 
shock, you get a few hippies with speaking 
roles and no significant engagement with 
the Zeitgeist of the era. “It wasn’t the best 
time for your people,” J is warned as a black 
man traveling into the vicinity of the MLK 
assassination, but aside from a light-comic 
profiling scene, Martin Lawrence’s Black 
Knight had about as much to say about race 
relations as MIB3 does. 

In addition to saddling Boris with the 
limpest villain catchphrase in recorded his¬ 
tory (“Let’s agree to disagree”), the script 
by Ft an Cohen and the inevitable small 
army of paid-by-the-one-liner punch-up 
men revisits the time-tested franchise gag 
in which public eccentrics (i.e., Dennis 
Rodman) are revealed to be hidden-in- 
plain-sight aliens. Here, it’s Andy Warhol 
(Bill Hader) who’s secretly an MIB agent; 
while in character, Hader’s Warhol says 
things that Warhol would never conceiv¬ 
ably say (“Now’s not a good time.... This is 
a be-in”) and functions as a condescending 
stand-in for “freaky” ’60s counterculture as 
a whole, dismissed with a smug emperor- 
has-no-clothes twist. 

Despite such ubiquitous timidity, one 
can pluck out a few pleasing distractions 
here. Special-effects man Rick Baker, 
whose workshop was responsible for the 
previous MIB creatures, puts together a 
colorful bestiary in a Chinese-restaurant 
shoot-out, which also provides an opportu¬ 
nity for some good green-screen slapstick. 
The great Michael Stuhlbarg has a part as 
an extraterrestrial visitor who has the gift 
and curse of being, at any given moment, 
able to calculate the probability of every 
possible outcome of a situation, in every 
butterfly-effect chain of events, leaving 
him a knot of elation and hypochondriac 
paranoia. Can even he conceive of a mar¬ 
ketplace where the bland formula of MIB3 
won’t be rewarded? It’s a long shot.

THE AVENGERS At the Start of the 
Marvel superhero supergroup flick, 
the Tesseract—a powerful glowing 
cube that fell to the ocean floor after 
Captain America (Chris Evans) liber¬ 
ated it from the Nazis in his movie last 
summer—is captured by Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston), brother of demigod Thor 
(Chris Hemsworth) and villain of 2011's 
Thor. Ass-kicking Girl Friday Natasha 
Romanoff (Scarlett Johansson) and 
eye-patched S.FI.I.E.L.D. agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) gather a 
motley crew to get it back, including 
Tony Stark/Iron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr.), Bruce Banner/Flulk (Mark Buffalo), 
Captain A., and Thor. Writer/director 


Joss Whedon first showed his talent 
for long-form storytelling in TV's Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer. On The Avengers' 
comparatively minute canvas, Whedon 
effectively creates a sketch of a work¬ 
ing universe, but the most Whedon- 
esque parts of the script are the 
flippant wisecracks that the fucked-up 
superheroes toss off as knee-jerk 
self-defense in life-or-death situations. 
What worked as the cool diffusion of 
stakes in Buffy here underlines the 
lack of suspense to the mission: We 
never get the sense that any of the 
heroes might not survive to snark 
again. The four main male Avengers at 
least combine to form a varied gallery 
of masculine neurosis. The women fare 
less well: Gwyneth Paltrow's Pepper 
Potts has just one dialogue scene. 
Johansson is the only actress given 
any sort of inner life to work with. The 
Avengers hints that this former Russian 
spy has a backstory rife with transfor¬ 
mative drama, suggesting an arc that's 
much more interesting that anything 
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the characters travel here. {PG-13)

BATTLESHIP Every once in a while, a 
movie comes along that's so utterly 
shameless that it achieves a certain 
grandeur. Peter Berg's Battleship, 
which I swear to God is described in 
its Wikipedia entry as an "American 
science fiction action naval war film," 
is one such movie. Over the past 
few years, the military-industrial- 
entertainment complex has been 
going great guns, with salutes to the 
Army (fellow Flasbro production G.l. 
Joe), Navy SEALs (Act of Valor), and 
now this $200 million hail to the fleet, 
which takes up the unusual task of 
extrapolating a story arc from that 
game with the little red plastic pegs, 
principally remembered as being easy 
to cheat at. During the RIMPAC naval 
exercises in Flawaii, the Flopper broth¬ 
ers—loose cannon Alex (Taylor Kitsch) 
and straitlaced Stone (Alexander 
Skarsgard)—along with Rihanna, natu¬ 
rally, find themselves their nation's only 
line of defense against space invaders 
who've splashed down in a few crafts, 
quite reminiscent in their intricately 
shifting movable-parts design and 
metallic cacophony to leftover Flasbro 
Transformers. Peter Berg, creator of 
Friday Night Lights and director of the 
estimable The Rundown, is in street¬ 
fighting mode here—that is, he does 
not hesitate to pull any dirty trick in 
order to get the job done. VVhen the 
F-14s came out for a triumphant flyover, 
I looked around the room to find the 
moron who was applauding only to 
realize that it was me. {PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

BERNIE The script for Bernie was in 
part dictated from the stand: In a 
1997 murder trial in Carthage, Texas, 
Bernhardt "Bernie" Tiede, a closeted 
ex-mortician, confessed to the shoot¬ 
ing of his benefactress, 81-year-old 
millionaire widow Marjorie Nugent, 43 
years his senior. In Richard Linklater's 
movie version, Shirley Maclaine is 
Nugent, by almost all accounts a sour 
and unpleasant woman, clutching her 
purse like a floatation device. Matthew 
McConaughey is district attorney 
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Danny Buck Davidson, and Jack Black 
plays Tiede, tackling his duties as 
church-choir soloist and community- 
theater impresario, in a performance 
remarkable for its ability to be at once 
flamboyant and remote. Dangling ambi¬ 
guities around the case and Black's 
melancholy, finicky characterization 
make Bernie a chafing, rock-in-the- 
shoe kind of movie—and I mean this 
as a compliment. Bern/e's true-crime 
narrative is further complicated by its 
bit players, a mix of Texas actors and 
actual townsfolk whose voices provide 
a chorus of documentary-style direct- 
address commentary that's a lovingly 
compiled glossary of Texan vernacular 
speech. In its multivalent perspectives, 
Bernie is all about irreconcilable facts 
and foggy motives, not least the con¬ 
trary demands of forgiveness written 
in the Bible and the stern punishment 
written in the law books. It is the rarest 
of rarities: a truly unexpected film. (PG- 
13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
The British have practically cornered 
the multiplex's senior demo (think 
Waking Ned Devine and Calendar 
Girls) and look to be continuing the 
run with The Best Exotic Marigold 
Hotel, a recent hit with the U.K.'s aging 
boomer set, now stateside. Reliable 
middlebrow craftsman John Madden 
(Shakespeare in Love) makes neat 
work of Deborah Moggach's novel 
about a group of disparate British 
retirees lured—for cut-rate surgery, 
low-overhead living, or reasons they 
hope to keep private—to the Indian 
subcontinent, where they find them¬ 
selves together under the roof of the 
titular hotel. The cast is led by Dame 
Judi Dench as a long-sheltered widow 
looking to stand on her own two feet. 
Marigold Hotel has that oh-so-tactful 
British touch, the seeming result of an 
industry-wide gentleman's agreement 
never to go too far. The material is 
ribald but, of course, never crude and 
sewn with "Life begins at 60" affirma¬ 
tions; the plot twists are about as 
venerable as the cast and predictably 
affecting when performed with such 
old-hand proficiency. Although the 
film is overextended by a few plotlines 
too many, you'll look forward to Tom 
Wilkinson's turn as a retired high court 
judge who still goes fluttery over the 
memory of an affair from schoolboy 
days and Bill Nighy as a shy, inef¬ 
fably decent man, quietly surprised by 
how nimble he becomes in this new 
atmosphere. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

DARK SHADOWS Dark Shadows slips 
the "Tim Burton treatment" to the 
supernaturally themed daily daytime 
soap of the same name, which aired 
on ABC from 1966 to 1971. Burton 
standby Johnny Depp fills the central 
role of vampire Barnabas Collins in this 
new film version, which begins with 
a prologue that reveals the origin of 
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the Collins curse. Leaving Liverpool, a 
still-mortal Barnabas arrives with his 
parents in Colonial-era Maine, where 
they build a commercial empire and 
establish the family seat, Collinwood 
Mansion. As a young man, Barnabas 
is torn between two loves—lowly 
servant Angelique (Eva Green) and 
hypergamous fiancee, Josette (Bella 
Fleathcote)—and winds up with 
neither, for the spurned Angelique 
practices black magic, hexing Josette 
to death and Barnabas to endless 
suffering as a vampire, imprisoned in 
a chained-up coffin and buried (eter¬ 
nally) alive. The bulk of Dark Shadows, 
however, takes place in 1972, after 
Barnabas has been accidentally 
exhumed, to resume the head of his 
dysfunctional family of descendants. 
More than its gothic tropes. Burton's 
Dark Shadows is committed to fish- 
out-of-water material—culture-clash 
humor that rummages through the 
collective thrift-store memory of the 
'70s and relies on slow-pitch, wasn't- 
the-past-dumb humor. In the midst 
of all this is an unusually dandy bit 
of dress up from Depp, weaving his 
elongated Nosferatu fingers through 
the air, recalling 1994's Ed Wood. That 
movie is still by far Depp and Burton's 
best collaboration, exhibiting the bal¬ 
ance of tone, between campy parody 
and zealous fantasy, that's missing in 
Dark Shadows, less a resurrection than 
a clumsy desecration. (PG-13) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

DARLING COMPANION "Animals are 
such agreeable friends—they ask no 
questions, they pass no criticisms," 
(George Eliot once wrote. That's 
certainly the appeal of Freeway, a 
stray mutt rescued by Beth Winter 
(Diane Keaton), unhappily married to 
overweening, distant surgeon Joseph 
(Kevin Kline) in Darling Companion. 

The handsome pooch is also the only 
appealing aspect of the latest tale of 
privileged boomer pulse-taking from 
Lawrence Kasdan, who co-wrote the 
script with his wife, Meg (they last 
collaborated in 1991's Grand Canyon). 
When, early on, the dog goes miss¬ 
ing at the VVinters' Colorado vacation 
home—where they have just hosted 
the wedding of their younger daughter, 
Grace (Elisabeth Moss)—his absence 
cues frequently unendurable scenes 
of recriminations. Beth blames the 
hound's disappearance on her hus¬ 
band, who was distracted by a work 
phone call while walking Freeway, 
and he accuses her of neurosis and 
not loving him enough. Added to the 
marital-woes cacophony is the mumbo 
jumbo uttered by resort caretaker 
Carmen (Ayelet Zurer), a Roma psychic 
who often begins each sentence with, 
"My people have a saying ..." The 
Winters form a search party with wed¬ 
ding guests who stayed behind, includ¬ 
ing Joseph's sister (Dianne Wiest), 
her boyfriend (Richard Jenkins), and 
her son (Mark Duplass). In their heal¬ 
ing treks through the woods, feelings 
are processed, snobbery leveled, and 
happiness restored. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Edwards Westpark 8, Irvine. 

THE DICTATOR In The Dictator, Admiral 
General Aladeen (Sacha Baron Cohen), 
dictator of fictional North African 
nation Wadiya, travels to New York 
to defend Wadiya's nuclear program 
to the U.N. Aladeen's brother (Ben 
Kingsley) attempts to sell him out, hir¬ 
ing a goat-fetishizing look-alike (also 
Baron Cohen) to serve as Aladeen's 
double in a plot to exploit Wadiya's oil. 
The real dictator escapes his sched¬ 
uled assassination ami ends up outside 
the U.N. in bum garb, leading the 
gathered protesters in a cry against 
the "illegitimate" leader addressing the 
assembly inside and drawing the atten- 
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tion of Zoe (Anna Paris), a crunchy Brooklyn activ¬ 
ist who mistakes Aladeen for a dissident and wel¬ 
comes him into her refugee-staffed Williamsburg 
food co-op. Previous Baron Cohen characters AN 
G and Borat were genius because the comedian 
immersed himself so totally while thrusting himself 
out into the real world and into contact with unsus¬ 
pecting strangers. The Dictator, by contrast, exists 
purely in movie world: There's no interaction with 
"real" people. Baron Cohen reportedly stayed in 
character between takes, but I'm not convinced he 
stays in character during takes. The role doesn't 
seem to amount to much more than an imprecise, 
inconsistent accent and a played-for-laughs pro¬ 
clivity for rape, in a film dedicated to the rehearsal 
of culture-clash stereotypes that generally fail to 
unearth anything new about any of the cultures 


involved. (R) Karina Longworth. Countywide. 

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film from Jean- 
Pierre and Luc Dardenne, Cyril (Thomas Doret), a 
scrappy 11-year-old living in an urban orphanage, 
flees school in an attempt to track down both his 
deadbeat dad (Jeremie Renier) and the bike he 
left at his dad's house. On the lam, Cyril carelessly 
crashes into Samantha (Cecile de France), a hair¬ 
dresser with a shop in Dad's former neighborhood, 
and impulsively asks her to be his foster mom. 

In what plays within the Dardennes' understated 
naturalism as a shocking twist, she agrees. This 
tentative new family is threatened when Cyril, 
desperate for male mentorship, falls prey to the 
manipulations of Wes (Egon Di Mateo), a slick 
teenage thug. The second half of the film consists 
of a fight for Cyril's soul, with the straight-and- 


narrow Samantha on one side and the marginal 
milieu of Wes' gang, who lures Cyril into the forest 
on the outskirts of town, on the other. In placing 
an unformed boy in limbo between an angelic 
godmother and wolves in the woods. The Kid With 
a Bike becomes a fairy tale. It seems to unfold in 
a different world than that of previous Dardenne 
films, one with a wider range of spiritual and 
practical possibilities. It's set in the summer, the 
T-shirted boy moving against a palette of primary 
colors and hazy, warm light—the vibe is hope¬ 
ful. It's still a version of the filmmakers' constant 
inquiry into moral consciousness but on a new 
path and with a new destination—a tentative 
happy ending. {PG-13) Karina Longworth.

SALMON FISHING IN THE YEMEN The kind of 


benign, swooningly humanist crowd-pleaser Lasse 
Hallstrom (The Cider House Rules, Chocolat) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, possibly does), 
Salmon Fishing in the Yemen mostly sacrifices the 
political satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, if strained, 
rom-com shenanigans. If you're not getting enough 
of that from network TV, this movie's for you. 
Salmon Fishing, which sets up its premise and 
expectations in the title, concerns London fisher¬ 
ies specialist Fred Jones (Ewan McGregor), who's 
tasked by the prime minister's flack (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) to export British salmon to a Yemeni river 
at the request of a sheikh (Amr Waked) with a 
jones for fly-fishing. The sheikh's real estate assis¬ 
tant (Emily Blunt) tags along to help and, in the 
process, entices the unhappily married Jones into 
romance and Flallstrom-ian self-actualization. The 
first section of the film deploys chipper barbs at 
the expense of career bureaucrats, which is funny 
and effective—Scott Thomas, who brings the 
raunch, is particularly good—but once McGregor 
and Blunt start dissecting their complicated feel¬ 
ings for each other, things turn unexpectedly dire. 
They're a ridiculously attractive and likable couple, 
but Flallstrom overwhelms them (and the lush 
Scottish and Moroccan locations, and us) with his 
customary brand of lightweight heavy-handedness.

THINK LIKE A MAN As 2009's dismal He's Just Not 
That Into You showed, about the only draw of mov¬ 
ies based on relationship-advice books—bloated 
with plot thickets propelled by depressing hetero- 
sexual-coupling stratagems and counterattacks 
that would make even Sun Tzu weep with exhaus¬ 
tion—is watching a few talented performers 
make do with the worst. Based on Driginal King of 
Comedy and Family Feud host Steve Flarvey's self- 
help primer Act Like a Lady, Think Like a Man, this 
adaptation by Tim Story (Fantastic Four) often plays 
like a book on tape: The women characters, advis¬ 
ing one another about 90-day rules and "control¬ 
ling the cookie," begin their lines with, "As Steve 
Flarvey says ..." and the author himself (who also 
executive produced) frequently pops up, directly 
addressing the camera and quoting himself. When 
the male counterparts of four dyads—one long¬ 
term couple plus three sets of daters—realize 
their girlfriends have been putting Flarvey's words 
into action, they strike back with calculations of 
their own, the manipulations apparently laying the 
groundwork for fulfilling relationships based on 
trust and open communication. Enduring a day¬ 
long session of couples' therapy is more fun (and 
flies by faster) than this film, but relief is found 
whenever Michael Ealy, as a caterer trying to 
impress Taraji P. Flenson's class-conscious CED, 
and the redoubtable ham Jenifer Lewis, mother to 
a worshipful son, are onscreen. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson.

WHAT TO EXPECT WHEN YOU'RE EXPECTING 

Fleidi Murkoff's mega-bestselling manual. What 
to Expect When You're Expecting, actually makes 
perfect sense as a vehicle for a contemporary 
Flollywood ensemble comedy. For an industry 
banked on bathroom humor, what could be more 
suitable than this vomit-, piss-, fart-, foreskin-, 
and flabby-vagina-filled tome? But for all the fear 
and loathing that Murkoff's bedside text engen¬ 
ders, its journey ends with the beginning of a 
new life, whereas the movie leaves you hoping 
for a swift end to your own. That feeling has less 
to do with the terrors of pregnancy than it does 
with the gargoyles What to Expect presents as 
characters—a tableau of yuppie soullessness, 
including Cameron Diaz's newly pregnant fitness 
guru, who upchucks on a reality-TV dance show; 
Wendy (Elizabeth Banks), a Snuggie-wearing, 
mom-wannabe who runs a shop called "Breast 
Choice"; and Flolly (Jennifer Lopez), a children's 
photographer who's hoping to adopt despite the 
reservations of her callous hubby. Soon, we're 
cycling through baby bumps, sonograms, and mari¬ 
tal meltdowns between irrational alpha gals and 
their resentful, ineffectual patsies. "I'm the one 
with the bad eggs," Lopez screams, her justifiable 
sorrow quickly overtaken by the implicit misogyny 
that the film's worldview affirms. "I'm the one who 
can't do the one thing that a woman is supposed 
to be able to do." Dnce the babies arrive, the film, 
much like the culture at large, insists that pleasure 
ends when parenting begins, yet also that the par¬ 
enting life is the only one worth living. God forbid 
there could be something in between. (PG-13) Eric 
Flynes.

If there’s a number in the year, then 
there’s a strong possibility Brian Newell 
will roll out the most produced—and suc¬ 
cessful—OC-generated theater production 
not called A Christmas Carol.

The King, the Bard and More! 

Ten plays to watch this summer

I t’s not uncommon to see the name 
Shakespeare pop up on the schedules 
of many a theater during the summer. 
The epic scope and huge casts involved 
in his plays make them ideal for outdoor 
performances, where a troupe isn’t lim¬ 
ited by such obstacles as walls. 

But Shakespeare in the summer is usu¬ 
ally devoted to his whimsical comedies, 
complete with cross-dressing, mistaken 
identities and loads of sexual entendre. 
Not this year, at least not in OC. Four of 
his bloodiest plays—Ju/zus Caesar, Mac¬ 
beth, Othello and The Tragedy of King 
Richard JiT—will receive productions this 
summer, although only the latter two will 
actually be performed outside. 

In total, 11 of the Bard’s plays will be 
produced on OC stages, along with an 
ample dose of non-Shakespeare for the 
rest of us.

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Mt Takes Balls’ 



Painting is ex-football phenom Todd Marinovich’s other life passion

T odd Marinovich’s first work of 
art was inspired by a movie his 
mother took him to when he was 
6 years old: Jaws. When his kindergarten 
teacher gave his class an assignment to 
create a poster, he knew exactly what he 
would do, and it didn’t involve a bathing 
suit. “I created the poster like I saw it,” 
he says during a recent interview in his 
Costa Mesa studio. “She’s nude, doing 
the breaststroke on the surface, and [the 
shark] is coming through.” 

Although his teacher insisted he add 
a bathing suit to the poster, for Mari- 
novich, the value of his creation was the 
initial shock he’d created. “The reaction 
was everything,” he recalls. “It was com¬ 
pletely unexpected. It was the first time I 
experienced the power of art.” 

More than 35 years later, Marinovich, 
the former bad-boy Los Angeles Raid¬ 
ers quarterback, is still getting reactions 
to his art, which ranges from abstract 
pieces to more literal takes on famous 
athletes and music legends. An ESPN 
documentary released in December 
featured a stunning painting titled The 
Alchemist, an abstract piece on plexi¬ 
glass that shows a shadowy football 
player emerging from bold orange and 
red hues that explode when light pierces 
through the plexiglass. Since the docu¬ 
mentary’s release, Marinovich has hap¬ 


pily been overwhelmed by requests for 
original works. 

“It’s a fabulous thing I’ve never experi¬ 
enced,” he says. “The shocking thing was 
the response from people all over the coun¬ 
try.” Marinovich seems almost mystified at 
the connection he’s made with total strang¬ 
ers. “That was the hope,” he explains, “that 
people would identify with it.” 

Marinovich works with acrylic paint 
and a bevy of tools from scrapers to 
squeegees. One of his most recent works, 
on black canvas, took just minutes to 
produce. He splashed blue paint onto 
the material, sprinkled water on it, then 
spread the paint with a squeegee. Several 
swipes later, he says, he had created Tsu¬ 
nami, a Japanese-style painting that looks 
like an ocean wave, one he hopes to sell 
for more than $3,000. 

Making art doesn’t always come that 
easy to Marinovich, who says he has spent 
months on a particular painting, painstak¬ 
ingly adding details to the point of mental 
exhaustion. An untitled piece he’s still 
developing, one that began with an angel 
and the color red sweeping across the 
canvas, has been reworked four times. The 
angel is gone, as is the dash of red, replaced 
by a bright globe that looks as though it’s 
either inhaling or exhaling the waste of the 
Earth, including a dinosaur. Yellow and 
blue tones augment the abstract work. 


As he is apt to do with all his paint¬ 
ings, Marinovich is hesitant to interpret 
the work. “I knew internally [art] didn’t 
always have to represent reality or look 
like a picture,” he says. “I just always felt 
it had to make the viewer feel something. 
It could upset them or make them sick to 
their stomach or go. Ah.’” 

Unlike his regimented athletic career, 
Marinovich hasn’t had much formal art 
training, although he was an art major 
when he played football at the University 
of Southern California. Still, Marinovich 
credits as a mentor noted Laguna Beach 
landscape artist Bob Abbott, in whose 
studio he spent countless hours hon¬ 
ing his techniques, poring over Abbott’s 
library of books. 

“My whole journey through art was 
definitely not by design,” he says. “It was 
always something in me, without a doubt. 
But I didn’t really study it until, no shit, 
two years ago. I took a course at Orange 
Coast College, art history. It took me [a 
long time] until I cared, which is, you 
know, there’s a lot of reasons for that.” 

One of Marinovich’s favorite artists is 
Vincent van Gogh. “I had an experience 
with him, and I was completely sober,” 
he says. “When you walk into a museum 
or gallery... if you’re taking it in all at 
once, his paintings suck you in. It doesn’t 
matter what, really, the content is; it’s the 


color, and it’s the way he applies it with 
texture. That’s the thing I’ve taken from 
him, the texture and the color.” 

After he infamously lost his football 
career to decades of drug addiction, Mari¬ 
novich was inspired to pursue art when an 
old friend from high school had taken a less- 
dramatic but similarly painful path from 
starving artiste to working artist, he says. 

His friend had resorted to selling his detail¬ 
ing equipment when he happened upon a 
1957 Chevy truck hood with bullet holes in 
it. He took the hood, placed recessed light¬ 
ing in it, and, according to Marinovich, sold 
it for thousands of dollars. “Fuck, if he can 
do it, I can do it,” Marinovich figured. 

Looking back at his childhood, Mari¬ 
novich now realizes he was probably 
always meant to be an artist as opposed 
to just an athlete. As a creative kid with 
a knack for balling, Marinovich says, he 
was always happiest either on the football 
field or in art class. To him, being a high- 
profile athlete is akin to working as an 
artist staring each day at a blank canvas, 
before a hungry audience ready to praise 
or criticize. ‘Ybu’re putting yourself out 
there with art in a way that’s personal,” 
he says. “And it takes balls.”

Freeform EDM artist Bassnectar catches Lightning in a Bottle

T he low-end nihilist known as 

Bassnectar started in the under¬ 
ground death-metal scene, 
influenced by the likes of Metallica, 
Megadeath and Nirvana, before moving 
on to the rave scene in the mid-’90s. He 
has spent the past 13 years escalating his 
electronic music career, blurring the lines 
between breakbeats, dubstep and glitch 
to create his own wobbling bass lines. 

Similar to the dedicated commu¬ 
nity centered on the Grateful Dead, a 
swath of fans inspired by Bassnectar 
(born Lorin Ashton) travel to all his 
live shows and help to spread his music 
and ideas. With the recent release of 
Vava Voom, he has doubled, sometimes 
tripled the attendance on tour, selling 
out shows during the past three years. 
We talked with the freeform artist, who 
returns to OC for a highly anticipated 
set at this year’s Lightning In a Bottle 
Festival, about his introduction to the 
world of EDM, his crazy touring sched¬ 
ule and what we can look forward to 
during this weekend’s performance. 

OC Weekly: What influenced you to 
make the switch from underground death 
metal and punk rock to electronic music? 

Bassnectar: The underground rave 
scene had a friendlier community of 
people getting together for a similar 
music experience. It’s a resurgence of 
multiple scenes that have come together. 
There were not a lot of rules with elec¬ 
tronic music at the time, so I was able to 
combine lots of styles and sounds. 

How would you describe your approach 
to producing music that is not confined to 
one electronic genre? 

Bassnectar is a combination of sounds 
and styles that I enjoy mixed into a 
heavier format. I combine metal, punk 
rock, hip-hop and electronic music, 
creating a seamless journey of all my 
favorite sonic moments. I do this with 
impeccable volume, yet I am not limited 
to what you can hear, but what you can 
feel, as well. I make music as heavy as I 
can to fill everyone’s bodies with bass. 

What are your thoughts on incorporat¬ 
ing live aspects into your shows? 

Ableton is an amazing instrument. 

It’s like an infinite amount of samples 
on which you can layer things immedi¬ 
ately to become some kind of live remix 
journey. I used to try to go out of my way 
to figure out what people like and cre¬ 
ate live aspects into my sets, but I don’t 
think people care as much as they used 
to. Today, we are all so buried in our 
computers and cell phones that people 
just want to dance and immerse them¬ 
selves in music at a show. 

How has touring in 2012 been so far in 
support of Vava Voom.? 

The album was released in April, and 
we kicked off the Spring 2012 tour at

ultra Music Festival in Miami. I had to 
pass on Coachella this year to play Lol- 
lapalooza in South America, which was 
incredible. Then we hit about 20,000 fans 
per week at all the states in the Southeast 
before sweeping the Northwest, ending 
with Bass Center IV in Seattle. Every 
show has been completely packed, and 
the energy was been beautifully insane. 

What can we expect from your show 
at Lightning In a Bottle over Memorial 
Day Weekend? 


I have worked with the Do LaB a lot 
before, and I bring the same sound that 
I bring to all the other cities. Lots of 
people come [from other countries] for 
this festival because it combines many 
aspects of cultures. It’s a very immer¬ 
sive, four-day camping experience. 

There is not as much of a commercial 
enterprise at Lightning In a Bottle. I 
would say it’s one of the friendliest fes¬ 
tivals out there by artists for artists. The 
crowds who turn out to this are a very 
special combination of people. It’s excit¬ 
ing, as an artist, to perform there.

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Punk Wears Flannel 

Post-punk icons Hot Water Music 
set to release their first new CD in eight years

T he dry spell has ended. In May, 

Hot Water Music will release Exis- 
ter, their first new record in almost 
a decade. Home from a recent mini-tour 
of Europe, Jason Black says reaction to 
the new material was as good as ever. “We 
haven’t put out a record in the era where 
people stream music,” he says and laughs. 
“And there were people in the audience 
already singing along to the new stuff. 

So we started introducing our music like 
this: We’d say, ‘Hey, here’s a new song, 
and maybe you’ve heard it already.’” 

Hot Water Music, originally from 
Gainesville, Florida, were one of the 
meatiest of the ’90s-era post-punk voices 
with their farm-boy tractor chic and 
dual singer/guitarists Chuck Ragan and 
Chris Wollard. Started in 1993 by bassist 
Black and childhood friend and drum¬ 
mer George Rebelo, Hot Water Music 
were born flush with ideas. By 1995, 
they’d released a 7-inch, an EP, and their 
full-length debut. Finding the Rhythms. 
Three more full-lengths and multiple EPs 
followed in rapid succession, after which 
the band announced they needed a break. 
That was 1998. 

Hot Water Music regrouped soon after 
and continued until Ragan announced 
a hiatus in 2005; they made the break 
permanent in 2006. Ragan moved to the 
West Coast. Without him, there was no 
more Hot Water Music, so instead, the 
remaining members formed a band called 
the Draft and released In a Million Pieces 
that same year. 

Once settled in California, the raspy¬ 
voiced punk shouter began recording folk 
music in earnest. Ragan had been flirting 
with folk ideas earlier in Rumbleseat, a 
side project with Wollard. But if his new 
career move fazed any of his former band 
mates, it didn’t show. 

“We’ve always kept a wide berth, as 


in, ‘If you need to go do it, whatever it 
is, then go do it,”’ Black says. He thinks 
Hot Water Music’s currency is actually 
enhanced by such side projects. When 
they regrouped again in 2007, he says, 
songwriters Ragan and Wollard “came 
back to the table with more stuff than in 
the past.” 

Today, the band who took their name 
from a Charles Bukowski story collec¬ 
tion are spread out across the country. 
Ragan still lives in California. Black 
lives in Seattle, having moved there to 
follow his wife’s career. “I don’t know 
if it’s harder or easier,” Black says, then 
laughs. “Chuck’s lived on the West Coast 
for 10 years, and we’ve been dealing with 
that for quite a while. It’s hard, but it’s 
not impossible.” 

In a way, the band’s side projects also 
tend to deflne Hot Water Music’s future. 
Wollard, Black, Ragan and Rebelo remain 
as busy as ever. “That’s part of why we’re 
not doing an eight-week tour on top of 
the record. We’re trying to work smarter, 
not harder,” Black says. 

“We’re not approaching this as ‘every¬ 
one has to And out about the band.’ 
Overtouring is the easiest way to kill 
your band,” he continues. This is a les¬ 
son Hot Water Music surely learned in 
their early days when they were new 
and making records as fast as possible. 

“If people know you’re doing shows 
every six months, they’re skipping one of 
them. Long-term, that works against you. 
Instead, I’d rather play six sold-out shows 
that are great.”

T he crew at Vitriol Records is an incestu¬ 
ous bunch, and at the middle of it all is 
Justin Smith, a.k.a. Jason Schmidt, the label 
president and guitarist/sometimes vocalist 
in three of its bands: Graf Orlock, Dangers 
and Ghostlimb—the latter of which caught 
national attention last year for their Infra¬ 
structure LP. Their follow-up album. Conflu¬ 
ence (due out in June), is the second in a 
trilogy of releases from the band. 

For a classic hardcore trio, Ghostlimb 
are unusually conceptual and melodic, to 
the point they've taken shit for it from some 
reviewers. But it's no matter to Smith, er, 
Schmidt—there's no need to apologize in 
the DIY game, in which he and Vitriol are 
becoming big players. 

OC Weekly; Justin Smith andJason 
Schmidt — what's the difference? 

Justin Smith: For a long time, in Graf 
Orlock, we used a separate set of names 
than our proper, given names for vari¬ 
ous reasons, including arrest, copyright 
infringement and generally annoying every¬ 
one we ever met. Hence, Jason Schmidt. 
Suffice it to say that having many names 
allows us to operate in two different realms 
of marginal fringe-music obscurity. 

Please break down the relationship 
between Ghostlimb, Graf Orlock and Dangers. 

There are several intermingled threads 
of incestuousness between all of the bands 
on Vitriol Records. Alan [Hunter, drum¬ 
mer] and I started Graf Orlock in 2004, and 
Ghostlimb started as a separate entity 
a year or so later with a separate drum¬ 
mer. Neal [Paul Sharma] has always been 
the bass player in Ghostlimb and was in 
the band Forming as well. [Hunter] had 
a one-year stint in Ghostlimb, and Alex 
[Tenaj, who played drums on the last two 


Ghostlimb LPs] used to drum for Dangers. 
One of the original guitar players of Dan¬ 
gers, Rollie [Ulug], who also recorded most 
of the records we have put out, now plays 
bass in Graf Orlock. I am still in all three 
bands. So you can see what a problem this 
is when it comes to executing anything in a 
decent time frame when everything point- 
lessly overlaps so much. 

You've said that compared to other 
bands you're in, Ghostlimb "more accu¬ 
rately reflects what we are into." How is 
that so? 

Ghostlimb are more specifically about 
ideas and have a trajectory different from 
Graf Orlock, which is almost all feel and 
whatever we want to do. Ghostlimb have 
always been about historical stuff, urban 
theory, literature, ecology—issues [Paul 
Sharma] and I have talked about for a long 
time. For me, it was always a way to write 
about things I hadn't seen people write 
about and play music in more of a melodic 
scope that I wanted to hear. 

You're a history teacher. Which histori¬ 
cal figure would you most like to see at a 
Ghostlimb show? 

Confluence references Alexander the 
Great in one of the songs and overarching 
themes at the end of it. Although he was a 
true jerk in a lot of ways, there is a definite 
reason why people in the past 2,300 years 
have endlessly used him as a benchmark 
of world domination. Anyway, it might be 
interesting to see him at a show, asking for 
drink tickets, complaining about how loud it 
is and sad about there are no more lands to 
conquer in LA. 

Do you ever feel jaded having been in 
the DIY game for this long? 

Not really. There are things one would 
like to change about any situation, but for 
the most part, the only aggravating thing 
about DIY is people equating punk with 
being lazy or not getting things done. I 
think in reality it is the exact opposite. This 
stuff wouldn't exist if there weren't people 
working hard all over the world to bring 
bands from outside, to set up shows and 
tours, and to put out records. This is the 
only way any of our bands have been able 
to do anything.

savage loveii 


I'm a 17-year-old girl and, in most aspects. I'm 
confident with myself, my identity and my body. 
Earlier this year, I met a girl. She had some seri¬ 
ous drama at home and needed to get out of 
her house, so I let her stay at mine.Things went 
a LOT further than I was ready for. I had just 
had my first kiss the month before, and I didn't 
feel like our relationship was ready for sex, but I 
went along with it because she never gave me a 
chance to slow things down or say no. 

My feelings for her are gone; she is attrac¬ 
tive, but we don't connect. But she has feelings 
for me. How can I get her to understand—or at 
least respect—how I feel if she doesn't under¬ 
stand why this was a big deal for me? 

Growing Older Youth 

There’s a movement in sex-ed circles to replace 
the old opt-out consent mantra of “No means no” 
with a new, improved opt-in consent mantra of 
“Yes means yes.” YMY says it’s not good enough 
to wait for the other person to stop the action 
with a “no,” which many people—particularly 
young people, particularly young girl people- 
have a hard time doing. You have to get a “yes.” 

But the kind of person who doesn’t give 
you a chance to say “no” is unlikely to solicit 
a “yes.” Which is why we all need to advocate 
for ourselves in the moment. 

And you failed to do that—you failed to 
advocate for yourself in the moment. 

I don’t say that to make you feel bad or to 
shift the blame onto your shoulders; I say it 
because we’ve all been there. Most confident, 
sexually active adults can point to an early 
experience that went too far, too fast, a sexual 
encounter that left us feeling the way you did 
after you had sex with this girl. And it’s pos¬ 
sible to walk away from an experience like 
that—one that left you feeling shitty and pow¬ 
erless-feeling empowered to advocate for 
yourself in uncomfortable sexual situations in 
the future, provided you learn the right lesson. 

Here’s the wrong lesson: “I’m a total fiick-up 
who can’t speak up for myself when I’m hav¬ 
ing sex, so I’d better not have sex again. Ever.” 
That’s bullshit, and what’s worse is that kind of 
thinking can make a person more vulnerable the 
next time she winds up in bed with an insensi¬ 
tive jerk. Here’s the right lesson: “I don’t have to 
wait for someone to give me a ‘chance’ to say no. 

I can and will say no whenever I want to. I’m not 
going to let this happen to me again because I 
never want to feel this way again. Ever.” 

As for the girl, tell her straight up that you 
don’t have feelings for her. And tell her why: 
Things went too far, too fast, and the sex 
ruined it for you. Don’t sugarcoat things to 
avoid hurting her feelings because she’s got 
a lesson to learn, too. Hers goes like this: “I 
didn’t ask the person I was with—someone 
I really liked—if she was cool with what we 
were doing, and I totally fucked myself out of 
what could’ve been a really great relationship. 
I’m not going to do that to anyone again. Ever.” 

I'm a 16-year-old bisexual guy. I have been in 
a long-distance relationship since September. 
My girlfriend —let's call her "Selena"—and I 
have a good relationship, but with both of us 
being bisexual, we have discussed the possibil¬ 
ity of having relationships with same-gender 
partners on the side. I recently attended my 
city's LGBTQ prom.There, I met a 17-year-old 
guy whom I found somewhat attractive. I gave 
him my number, and he has been texting me 
often, which makes me feel both uncomfort¬ 
able and enthralled. 

Some of the texts that "Dave" has sent me 
were sexual in nature. He lives very close to 
where I do. I am a virgin—both genders con¬ 
sidered—and the idea of sex right now makes 
me uneasy. But I am interested. Still, sex scares 


me at this point, and I don't think I'm ready. As 
such, this afternoon, I told Dave that I felt we 
were moving too fast. He agreed. 

I suppose I have two questions: 

1.1 am worried about the outcome should 
I tell Selena about my "crush." I feel inhibited. 
How do I bring it up? 

2. How can I have a good relationship with 
Dave in a nonsexual way? I like him a lot, but is 
friendship too much to ask since he is sexually 
active and I am not? 

Not Agreeable Intervals 

RS. My apologies if this problem is a 
bit juvenile. 

I. Openly, honestly, directly and without hesi¬ 
tation. 

It might help if you remind yourself—again 
and again—that while the stakes may feel high 
right now, they’re actually quite low. It sounds 
like your relationship with Selena has allowed 
you to explore the emotional and social aspects 
of dating without any sexual pressures or expec¬ 
tations. And that’s been good for you, and you’ll 
be bummed when your relationship with Selena 
ends. But you shouldn’t be too bummed: There 
just aren’t a lot of adults out there who are still 
dating—or who are married to—the folks they 
were dating in high school. (There are some, of 
course, just as there are some 90-year-old pack- 
a-day smokers.) So your relationship with Selena 
is most likely destined to end at some point. And 
if a conversation about Dave prompts Selena to 
end things, well, your relationship with Selena 
was destined to end at some point, right? 

Tell her this: “I met this boy, and he’s been 
texting me. I don’t want to date him—I’m only 
somewhat attracted to him—but I’m enjoying 
the attention. But we should talk about that 
same-gender-partners-on-the-side arrange¬ 
ment. Not because I’m going to jump into bed 
with this guy. I’m not ready for sex. But we 
should talk about this stuff before I meet a 
boy I do want to have sex with.” 

If Selena flips and dumps you, then she wasn’t 
open to you exploring your same-sex attractions. 
Which means your relationship with her wasn’t 
just destined to end—it needed to end. 

2. Don’t assume that Dave couldn’t possibly 
be interested in a friendship because he’s sexu¬ 
ally active. Lots of sexually active people have 
friends, and most of us are capable of forming 
new friendships. If a friendship is “too much 
to ask” of Dave—if he’s only interested in your 
dick—he’ll let you know by disappearing on 
you or by accepting your friendship under 
false pretenses. If he disappears on you, well, 
he wasn’t a very nice guy, and you didn’t lose 
much. If he accepts your friendship only so he 
can continue pressuring you for sex, well, then 
he’s not a very nice guy, and you won’t lose 
much when you disappear on him. 

But he might be up for a friendship. Lots of 
sexually active people are. So ask.
